THE favourable reception given to the imper- 
fect account of the fever which I lately pub- 
liihed, and the particular defire of fome of my 
friends, have induced me to undertake a more fa- 
tisfactory hiftory of it, in order to collect, to- 
gether, while facts are recent, as many of the moft 
interefting occurrences as I could, for the infor- 
mation of the public. 

I have not attempted any embellifhment or 
ornament of flile ; but have alone aimed at tel- 
ling plain facts in plain language. I have taken 
every precaution to arrive at the truth ; and hope 
the errors in the account, will not be found nu- 
merous. 

For the defultory plan of fome part of the 
pamphlet, I have to offer the following apology ; 
many of the circumftances and reflexions towards 
the conclufion, which would have come with more 
propriety in the beginning, did not occur, until 
fome of the firft half meets were not only writ- 
ten, but printed. I had no choice, therefore, but 
either to omit them, or place them fomewhat out 
of order. I preferred the latter. 

Moft of the facts mentioned have fallen under 
my own obfervation. Thofe of a different defcrip- 
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tion I have been afiiduous to collect from every 
perfon of credibility, pollened of information. 

Defirous of having this account correct and com- 
plete, I have printed off but a fmall number of 
copies of the prefent edition : and fhall efteem my* 
felf inoft particularly obliged to any perfon who 
will be fo kind to point out errors, to be correct 
ed in, or iuggeft facts, to be added to, a new editi- 
on, which I propofe to put to prefs very foon, and 
which will, I hope, be found more ample than the 
prefent one. 



PREFACE to the SECOND EDITION. 



Novanbcr 23, 1793. 

WHEN I published the firft edition of this pam- 
phlet, it was my intention to have greatly 
enlarged it for a fecond one, and to have new mo- 
delled it, fo as to preferve a connexion between its 
ieveral parts, in which it is extremely deficient. But 
its fpeedy file, and the demand for more copies, ren- 
ders it impoflible for me to do more, at prefent, 
than makefuch corrections as the kindnefs of a few 
friends has led them to 'point out. 

In giving an account of the proceedings that took 
place on the fubject of the diforder, thro' out the uni- 
on, I have fupprefied many a harfh comment, which 
was forcing itfelf on me ; from the reflexion, that 
in flmilar circumftanc.es we might perhaps have 
lieen equally fevere. And to perpetuate animofitics 
is performing a very unfriendly office. They are 
eafily generated ; but their extinction is a work of 
time and difficulty. Let us, therefore, (efpecially 
when we " hold the mirror up to nature" at 
hume,) not only forgive, but even forget, if poui- 
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ble, -ill the unpleafant treatment our citizens have 
experienced. 

I have hearcl more than one perfon object to the 
account of the (hocking circumftances that oc- 
turred in Philadelphia, as pourt raying the manners 
of the people in an unfavourable light. If that be 
the cafe, the fault is not mine. I am confeious I 
have not exaggerated the matter. But I do not con- 
ceive it can have that effect ; for it would be as unjuir 
and injudicious to draw the character of Philadel- 
phia from the conduct of a period of horror and 
affright, when all the " mild charities of focial life" 
were lupprefled by regard for felf — as to ffamp eter- 
nal infamy on a nation for the atrocities perpetrat- 
ed in times of civil broils, when all the " angry 
paffions" are roufed into dreadful and ferocious 
activity. 



PREFACE to the THIRD EDITION. 



November 30, 1793. 

THIS pamphlet comes before the public a third 
time, and, in fome meafure, in a new form. 
I have reduced it to as methodical a ftate, as in my 
power, but not as much fo as I could wifh, nor, I fear, 
as the reader may expect. To one merit only do I lay 
claim in the compilation ; that is, of having meant 
well. If, on a fair perufal, the candid allow me that, 
I am fatisfied to have the execution cenfurcd with 
all the feverity of which criticifm is capable. How- 
ever, I beg leave to inform the reader, that this day- 
ends one month, fince the writing of the pamphlet 
commenced. I know that the fhortnefs of the time 
employed is no juffification of a bad performance f 
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but it may fomewhat extenuate the defers of a 

middling one. 

I have had feveral objections made to parts of it. 
Moft of them I have removed. Some few, retting 
on the fentiments of individuals, directly contra- 
ry to my own judgment, I have patted over. For 
until my reafon is convinced, I cannot change my 
opinion for that of any perfon whatever. 

To thofe gentlemen who have been fo kind to 
furnifli me with facts to enlarge and improve 
the work, I profefs myfelf under great obligations. I 
requeft them to continue their kindnefs ; as, if pub- 
lic favour ftiould give this trifle a fourth edition, I 
fhall add all that may be communicated in the inte- 
rim ; otherwife I fhall probably publifti feparately 
what may be worthy of the public eye. 

I was miiinformed refpefting the opinion of 
the college of phyficians, on the origin of the difor- 
der. It was not unanimous. There were, I believe, 
three diflentients, among whom was the refpecla- 
ble prettdent. This I mention to prevent the reader 
from being deceived by the unqualified aflertion m 
page 16. 



A SHORT ACCOUNT, &c 



Chap. J. State of Philadelphia previous to the appearance 
of the malignant fever — with a few obfervations on 
fome of the probable confequences of that calamity. 

BEFORE I enter on the consideration of this 
diforder, it may not be improper to offer 
a few introductory remarks on the lituation of Phi- 
ladelphia previous to its commencement, which 
will reflect light on fome of the circumftances men- 
tioned in the courfe of the narrative. 

The manufactures, trade, and commerce of Phi- 
ladelphia had, for a confidcrable time, been im- 
proving and extending with great rapidity. From 
the period of the adoption of the federal govern- 
ment, at which time America was at the lowed ebb 
of diftrefs, her fituation had progreffively be- 
come more and more profperous. Confidence, for- 
merly banifhed, was univerfally reftored. Proper- 
ty of every kind, rofe to, and in fome instances be- 
yond, its real value : and a few revolving years 
exhibited the interefting fpectacle of a young 
country, with a new form of government, emer- 
ging from a ftate approaching very near to anar- 
chy, and acquiring all the {lability and nerve of 
the belt -toned and oldeft nations. 

In this profperity, which revived the almoft-extin- 
guilhed hopes of four millions of people, Philadel- 
phia participated in an eminent degree. Num-

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bers of new houfes, in almoft every ftreet, built in 
a very neat, elegant ftile, adorned, at the fame 
time that they greatly enlarged the city. Its popu- 
lation was extending fall. Houfe rent had rifen to 
an extravagant height ; it was in many cafes dou- 
ble, and in fome treble what it had been a year 
or two before ; and, as is generally the cafe, 
when a city is thriving, it went far beyond the 
real increafe of trade. The number of applicants 
for houfes, exceeding the number of houfes to 
be let, one bid over another ; and affairs were in 
fuch a fituation, that many people, though they 
had a tolerable run of bufinefs, could hardly do 
more than clear their rents, and were, literally, 
toiling for their landlords alone*. Luxury, the 
ufual, and perhaps inevitable concomitant of pro- 
fperity, was gaining ground in a manner very 
alarming; tothofe who confidered how far the vir- 
tue, the liberty, and the happinefs of a nation de- 
pend on its temperance and fober manners. — 
Men had been for fome time in the habit of re- 
gulating their expenfes by profpects formed in 
fanguine hours, when every probability was caught 
at as a certainty, not by their actual profits, or 
income. The number of coaches, coachees, chairs, 
&c. lately fet up by men in the middle rank of 
life, is hardly credible. Not to enter into a mi- 
nute detail, let it fuffice to remark, that extrava- 
gance, in various fhapes, was gradually eradica- 
ting the plain and wholefome habits of the city. 
And although it were prefumption to attempt to 
lean the decrees of heaven, yet few, I believe, 
will pretend to deny, that fomething was wanting 
to humble the pride of a city, which was running on

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in full career, to the goal of prodigality and dif- 
lipation. 

However, from November 1792, to the end of 
laft June, the difficulties of Philadelphia were ex- 
treme. The eftablifhment of the bank of Penn- 
fylvania, in embryo for the moft part of that time, 
had arretted in the two other banks fuch a quan- 
tity of the circulating fpecie, as embarrafled almoft 
every kind of bufinefs ; to this was added the 
diilrefs arifing from the very numerous failures 
in England, which had extremely harraffed feveral 
of our capital merchants. During this period, many 
men experienced as great difficulties as were ever 
known in this city*. But the opening, in July, of 
the bank of Pennfylvania, conducted on the moft 
generous and enlarged principles, placed bufinefs 
on its former favourable footing. Every man look- 
ed forward to this fall as likely to produce a vaft 
extenfion of trade. But how fleeting are all human 
views ! how uncertain all plans founded on earthly 
appearances ! All thefe flattering profpecls vanifh- 
ed " like the bafelefs fabric of a vifion." 

In July, arrived the unfortunate fugitives from 
Cape Francois. And on this occafion, the libera- 
lity of Philadelphia was difplayed in a moft refpecla- 
ble point of light. Nearly 12,000 dollars were 
in a few days collected for their relief. Little, alas ! 
did many of the contributors, then in eafy circum- 
ftances, imagine, that a few weeks would leave 
their wives and children dependent on public cha- 
rity, as has fmce unfortunately happened. An 
awful inftance of the rapid and warning vicifli* 
tudes of affairs on this tranfitory ftagc. 

* It is with great pleafure, I embrace this opportunity of 
declaring, that the very liberal conduct of the bank of the 
united (iates, at this trying feafon, was the means of faviag 
uuny a dcferving and indiritrio'-is man from ruin. 
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At this time, this deftroying fcourge, the malig- 
nant fever, crept in among us, and nipped in the 
bud the faireft bloffoms that imagination could 
form. And, oh! what a dreadful contrail has fnxe 
taken place ! Many women, then in the lap of eafc 
and contentment, are bereft of beloved hufbar.ds, 
and left with numerous families of children to main- 
tain, unqualified for the arduous tafk — many or- 
phans are deflitute of parents to fofter and protect 
them — many entire families are fwept away, with- 
out leaving " a trace behind" — many of our firft 
commercial houfes are totally diffolved, by the 
death of the parties, and their affairs are necefiarily 
left in fo deranged a ftate, that the lofl'es and dif- 
trefTes which muff take place, are beyond cftima- 
tion. The protefts of notes for a few weeks paft, 
have exceeded all former examples ; for a great 
proportion of the merchants and traders having 
left the city, and been totally unable, from the ftag- 
nation of bufinefs, and diverfion of all their ex- 
pected refources, to make any provifion for pay- 
ment, moft of their notes have been proteftcd, as 
they became due*. 

Befides what we have already fuffered, we are 
menaced with another evil, which probably at 
any other period, would not very materially injure 
the city ; but if it comes in addition to our prefent 
diftrefs, will operate againft us a very long time. 
I mean the removal of congrefs. The meeting of 
this body is fixed for the firlt Monday in Decem- 
ber ; and it is not improbable that attempts will

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be made, by appeals to their fears, to prevent their 
next fefiion being held here. Already the New 
York papers announce, " that as congrefs cannot 
(i meet, agreeably to their adjournment, with any 
" probability of fafety, in Philadelphia, under its 
'< prefent calamitous vifitation, there can be no 
" dnubt of their adjourning to fit in 'New York, 
" where the air is perfectly falubrious, the mar- 
" kets plentiful, and every convenieney ready 
" for their accommodation*." If, at the time of 
their meeting, any trace of the diforder remains, 
the Philadelphia's will not urge their ftay here. 
But if it be, as there is every probability, ab- 
solutely extinguifhed, we place too much reliance 
on their juftice to fufpect that they will add to the 
ftroke.we have already felt. 

For thefe prefatory obfervations I hope I mail 
be pardoned. I now proceed to the melancholy 
account I have undertaken. May I be enabled to do 
the fubject juftice ; and lay before the reader a 
complete and correct account of the molt awful 
vifitation that ever occurred in America. At firft 
view, it would appear that Philadelphia alone felt 
the fcourge ; but its effects have fpread in almoft 
every direction through a great portion of the uni- 
on. Many parts of jerfey, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina, exclusive of 
the back part of Pennfylvania, drew their fupplies, 
if not wholly, at leait principally from Philadelphia, 
which was of courfe the mart whither they fent 
their produce. Cut off from this quarter, their 
merchants have had to feck out other markets, 
which, being unprepared for fuch an increafed de- 
mand, their fupplies have been imperfect ; and, 
owing to the brilknefs of the fales, the prices

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have been, naturally enough, very confiderably 
enhanced. Beiides, they went to places in which 
their credit was not eftablifhed — and had in moft 
cafes to advance cam. Bufinefs has, confequently, 
languished in many parts of the union ; and it is 
therefore probable, that considering the iv. 
merely in a commercial point of light, the ihock 
caufed by the fever, has been felt to the fouthern 
extremity of the united ftates. 

Chap. II. Firji appearance of the diforder. Enquiry in- 
to its origin. Opinions extremely contradictory. 

THE malignant fever, which has committed 
fuch ravages in Philadelpha, made its appcar-r 
ance here, about the end of July, Dr. Hodge's child, 
probably the firft victim, was taken ill on the 26th 
or 27th of that month and died on the 6th or 7th 
of the next. A Mr. Moore*, in Mr. Denny's lodg- 
ing houfe, in Water-ftreet, was feized on Friday, 
the 2d of Auguft, and died the following Sunday. 
Mrs. Parkinfon, who lodged in the fame houfe, 
caught the diforder, on the 3d, and died on the 
7th of the fame month. 

On the origin of this diforder, there is a diver- 
iity of opinion. By fome it is faid to be indigenous 
— by others it is believed to have been imported, 
by the Sans Culottes privateer, by fome of the 
French veffels that arrived from the cape with the 
emigrants, or by fome vcffel from one of the Bri- 
tifh iflands. I {hall lay before the reader, the ftrong- 
efl fupports of thefe opinions, and let him judge 
for himfclf. 

* This man had, in the morning, been walking along the 
wh-irves, where the coffee lay, and at which the Sans Culottes 
was moored ; and on his return home, was f'o extremely ill 
as to beobliged to go to bed, from which he i<ever rofe again , 
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Dr. Hutchinfon, late phyfician of tlie port or* 
Philadelphia, maintained that it was not imported, 
and ftated, in a letter which he wrote on the fub- 
ject to Captain Falconer, the health officer of the 
port, that " the general opinion was, that the dif- 
" order originated from ibme damaged coffee, or 
" other putrified vegetable and animal matters." 
To this opinion, though he did not give it abfo- 
lutely as his own, he teemed ftrongly to incline ; 
and mentioned, that at a wharf, a little above 
Arch-ftreet, " there was not only a quantity of da- 
maged coffee*, extremely Oifenfive, but alfo fome 
putrid animal and vegetable Jubilances." The doc- 
tor refted his opinion, that the diforder was not 
imported, on two circumftances, which prove to be 
miitaken, viz. that no foreigners or failors were 
infected on the 27th of Auguft, the time of writ- 
ing, and that it had not been found in lodging 
houfes. The doctor doubtiefs knew not that the 
fecond place in which it is known to have made 
its appearance, was a lodging houfe, and fome of 
the eariieii: patients were trench lads. 

Dr. Rulh is of the fame opinion with dr. Hutchin- 
fon, and fays he has in his poffeffion fufficient docu- 
ments to prove that the diforder is not an imported 
one, but of native growth. He has not as yet com- 
municated ins proofs to the public. 

A writer on the fubjecf in the Independent Ga- 
zetteer, of the 23d of November, gives the two 
following reafons- in fupport of the opinion that the 
diforder has been generated here. 

ill. The diforder did not fpread whenever it was 
carried from the city, which, he hints, it would 
have done, had it been imported.

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2(1. If the yellow fever was brought frOm the 
Weft-Indies ; why did it not find its way into fome 
other port, when the opportunities for its tranf- 
mimon were fo frequent and numerous ? 

That this difeafe has been imported, is the pre- 
vailing opinion of the public, and the unanimous 
one, I am informed, of the college of phyficians. 
But as the nature of the cafe renders it next to 
impoftible to have pofitive proof on the fubject, 
and the evidence can be no more than circumftan- 
tial or prefumptive, the queftion is involved in 
confiderable difficulty. A malignant fever, or, as 
fome fay, the plague*, raged in feveral of the Weft- 
India iilands fome time before ours began its havoc. 
Of this the moft unequivocal teftimony has been

been received in many parts of the united ftates, 
lb as to caufe the eftablifhment of a quarantine. 
That our diforder has been introduced by veffels 
from fome of thefe iflands, is highly probable, al- 
though it is, from the nature of the cafe, difficult 
to fix upon the exact time of its introduction. 

The beft ftatement on this fide of the quef- 
tion is by dr. Currie and dr. Cathrall, who, among 
other gentlemen, were commiffioned by the college 
of phyiicians to inveftigate the fubjed. I fhall give 
it to the reader in their own words. 

" It appears from the entries made in major 
Hodgdon's and mr. Vanuxem's books, that the 
Hoop Amelia, W. Williams, mafter, came to mr. 
Vanuxem's wharf, directly back of his ftores and 
thofe of mr. Lemaigre, between Mulberry and 
Saffafras ftreets, on the 23d of July, 1793, and im- 
mediately began to difcharge her cargo, confuting 
entirely of coffee in bags, the lower tier of which, 
from the leaky condition of the veffel, was entirely 
under water, and found to be very rotten : and 
when thrown upon the wharf, occafioned a moft 
intolerable flench for feveral day?. This veffel 
brought" feveral paffengers from the cape, all of 
whom, as well as the crew, (which confifted of the 
captain, a white boy and three negro men) were 
apparently well on her arrival ; but every one of 
the crew were taken fick while flie lay at the wharf, 
were attended on board by the furgeon of the Ar- 
gonaut frigate, and all got well. The captain was 
indifpofed only two days. No information could be 
obtained respecting the paffengers, as they difperf- 
ed themfelves in different parts of the town. 

" A number of hides, imported from New Or- 
leans, were alfo ftored in dr. Foulke's and another 
cellar on the weft fide of the ftreet, ab«ut the fame 
time. 
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" The xebec privateer Sans Culottes, from Nantz, 
came to the fame wharf where the Amelia lay, 
(after having rode at anchor in the ftrcam for fome 
days) on the 29th of July, with her prize, the Flora, 
of Glafgow ; and removed to Kenfington, to get 
repairs, on the 5th of Auguft. The Sans Culottes 
was in a very foul condition ; had 4 taken feveral 
prizes on her way to this port, had feveral fick 
perfons on board the prize fhip Flora, at her arri- 
val (as we are informed by mr. Lemaigre's clerk) 
one of whom was vifited by dr. Cathrall early in 
Auguft, in company with dr. Caiton, furgeon of 
the Citizen Genet. This patient, who was a French- 
man, lay on the wharf along fide mr. Ball's ft ore, 
bolftered up on fpars, and had all the fymptoms of 
a malignant fever. Dr. Caiton alfo informed dr. 
Cathrall, that there were other fick perfons on 
board. Dr. Caiton died of the fame difeafe a few 
days after. 

" John M'Kenzie, (hip-joiner, who worked on 
board, afferts that when the Sans Culottes arrived 
at Kenfington, fhe had all frefli hands : and mr. 
Vanuxem acknowledges, that fhe had difmiifed 
part of her crew, and got others in their place. 

" A Danifh fhip, called the Henry, commanded 
by captain Swartz, from St. Thomas's, lay at Race- 
ftreet wharf, while the Amelia and Sans Culottes 
were moored at the one already mentioned. This 
fhip removed to Kenfington the 16th of Auguft. 
Captain Swartz took lick two days after his arrival 
at Kenfington, and two of the crew a few days 
afterwards. All three died with marked fymptoms 
of the yellow fever, or the fynochus of the Weft- 
Indies. The captain died the 10th day after the at- 
tack, and the other two at an earlier period of the 
difeafe. 

" The woman who kept the tavern where thefe 
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people died, took the difeafe fome time after, and 
died alfo. From thefe people who died, and from a 
young woman of the name of Eccles, who left mr. 
Vanuxem's -with the difeafe, on the 21ft of Auguft, 
the difeafe appeared to have been introduced into 
Kenfington ; but from all the evidence we have been 
able to collect, the difeafe made its firft appearance 
jn Water-ftreet, at Richard Denny's lodging houfe, 
who aifo kept an ordinary, frequented by a num- 
ber of Frenchmen, who had lately arrived in fome 
of the fufpected veffels. 

" Mrs. Parkinfon, who lodged at mr. Denny's, 
took the difeafe on the 3d, and died on the 7th 
of Auguft. Two French lads had taken lodgings at 
Denny's a few days before the death of mrs. Par- 
kinfon, one of whom was foon after taken ill and 
died. Immediately after his death, mr. Denny's 
daughter fays the other one took lodgings higher 
up the ftreet, and died foon after. Mr. and mrs. 
Denny, and two of their next-door neighbours, 
alfo died of the fame fever, about two weeks after 
the French lads. Both of Denny's daughters took 
the difeafe, and recovered. The youngeft, who was 
under the care of dr. Hodge, recovered after being 
dangeroufly ill. 

" For fome time the difeafe was entirely confined 
to that part of Water-ftreet where it commenced ; 
and almoft every cafe which occurred for the firft: 
two weeks could be traced to that fource. 

" Among the firft victims in that neighbourhood 
were mrs. Lemaigre, mr. Miller, and mr. Berkhart. 

" Mr. Steinmetz's brig, commanded by mr. Rufh, 
which for fome time was fufpected of having in- 
troduced the contagion, did not arrive till the 
5th of Augnft, when the fever had made fome 
progrefs. 

" From a comparative view of all the preceding 
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circumftances — from the contagious nature of the 
difeafe, and from the refemblance of its leading 
fymptoms to thofe of the fynochus occidentalis, 
or yellow fever of the Weft-Indies, there can be 
no doubt that the contagion, which gave rife to 
the difeafe here, was imported. And from its oc- 
curring in that particular part of Water ftreet, in a 
few days after the Amelia, Sans Culottes and Flora 
arrived, there is the ftrongeft prefumption>a pre- 
iumption amounting almoft to a certainty, that it 
was introduced and communicated by fome of 
the crew or paffengers belonging to one or other 
of the faid veifels. 

" That the fever originated from the rotten 
coffee, as has been fuggefted, is altogether chi- 
merical : for though there are many inftances on 
record of very malignant fevers being produced by 
the effluvia ilfuing from putrifying vegetable fub- 
ftances, in low, damp, unventilated fituations, in 
fultry weather ; there is not one cafe to be found 
with the fymptoms which characterife the difeafe 
under confederation, that can be fairly afcribed to 
that caufe, nor any well-authenticated inftance of 
a fever occalioned • by damaged vegetables, when 
expofed to the open air, or, if occalioned, commu- 
nicable from the fick to the found. 

" That the dry and warm flate of our atmofphere 
had no fhare in the generation of the difeafe, not- 
withstanding its fuppofed refemblance to the atmo- 
fphere within the tropics (which, by the by, is al- 
ways falubrious there, during the prevalence of dry 
weather, which is generally the cafe during thofe 
months correfponding with our winter feafon) is 
reduced to a certainty, from the difeafe being at firft 
confined to a few particular perfons, and in that 
particular part of Water-ftreet near to the fufpecled 
vfiffek 5 from its being communicated from thofe 
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to others, and fo on, in fuccefiion ; from the pri- 
foners in jail, where there were upwards of two 
hundred confined, the people in the poor-houfe, 
and the patients in the hofpital, from whence m- 
tercourfe with the fick was excluded, all efcaping 
the difeafe ; and from its not fpreading in the 
country, and when it happened to be carried there, 
from its not being communicated to any perfon in 
the houle where the fick perfon lay. 

" Dr. Lining, who has given a mod accurate ac- 
count of this difeafe, juftly obferves, that the yellow 
fever, as the dileafe is commonly called, does not 
take its origin from any particular conftitution (or 
condition) of the weather, independent of conta- 
gious miafmata ; as is evident from its having been 
epidemical in Charlefton only four times within 
twenty-five years, viz. in the autumn of 1732, 39, 
45, and 48, though neither of thofe feafoas were 
either warmer, dryer, or more rainy, than feverai 
others which had preceded or intervened ; and 
the laft time of its appearing there, the weather was 
cooler than ordinary, owing to a long continuance 
of north-eafterly winds. Befides the lame reputable 
authority informs us, that each time the yellow 
fever appeared there, it could ealily be traced to 
fome perfon recently arrived from fome of the 
Weft-India iflands. . 

" It appears alfo from the notes of dr. Redman 
ef this city, that when the difeafe occurred here, 
A. D. 1762, it was introduced by a mariner, who 
arrived lick with it from the Havannah, and took 
lodgings near the New-market, on the hill, who 
communicated it to the family where he lodged, 
and from thence it fpread to other parts of the city 
by contagion. 

" From the laft mentioned circumftances, in c.ori- 
jiuaction with the preceding fads, which we Lave 
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faithfully ftaicd, and the refemblancc of the elm. 
ra&eriftic fymptoms of the yellow fever of the 
Weil India iflands, we are convinced that the dif- 
eafe was imported.

C H A P. III. — Symptoms — a flight Jketch of the mode 

of treatment. 

« rjjpHE fymptoms which characterifed the firil. 
j[_ ftage of the fever, were, in the greateft 
iber of Cafes, after a chilly fit of fome dura- 
. a quick, tenfe pulfe — hot fkin — pain in the 
:, and limbs — iluihed countenance — in- 
'iic tongue — oppreilion and fenfe of 
fore tomach, efpeciaUyupon preffure — 

fre k. ms, and retchings to vomit, with- 

out ( 5 any thing, except the contents laft 

taken into the itomach— coilivenefs, &c. And when 
llools were procured, the firft generally mowed a 
defect of bile, or an obstruction to its entrance into 
the inteflines. But briik purges generally altered 
this appearance. 

" Thefe fymptoms generally continued with 
more or lefs violence from one to three, four, or 
even five days \ and then, gradually abating, left 
the patient free from every complaint, except ge- 
neral debility. On the febrile fymptoms fuddenly 
fubfiding, they were immediately fucceeded by a 
yellow tinge in the opaque cornea, or whites of the 
eyes — an increaied oppreilion at the prxcordia, a 
conftant puking of every thing taken into the ito- 
mach, with much {training, accompanied with 1 
koarfe hollow noife. 

" U thefe fymptoms were not foon relieved, 1 
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vomiting of matter refembling coffee grounds in 
colour and confidence, commonly called the black 
vomit, fometimes accompanied with, or fucceeded 
by hemorrhages from the nofe, fauces, gums, and 
other parts of the body — a yellowiih purple colour, 
and putrefcent appearance of the whole body, hic- 
cup, agitations, deep and diftrelled fighing, coma- 
tole delirium, and finally death. When the difeafe 
proved fatal, it was generally between the fifth 
and eighth days. 

" This was the moft uvual progrefs of this for- 
midable difeafe, through its feveral ftages. There 
were, however, very confiderable variations in the 
fymptoms, as well as in the duration of its differ- 
ent ftages, according to the conftitution and tern- 
perament of the patient, the flate of the weather, 
the manner of treatment, &c. 

" In fome cafes, figns of putrefcency appeared at 
the beginning, or before the end of the third d 
In theie, the black vomiting, which vv 
a mortal fymptom, and 
peared early. In thefe ca 

and great proftration of ftren £ ftant 

fymptoms, and coma came o r i very fpcedily. 

" In fome, the fymptoms inclined more to the ner- 
vous than the inflammatory type. In thefe, the 
jaundice colour of the eye and fkin, and the black 
vomiting, were more rare. But in the majority of 
cafes, particularly after the nights became fenfibly 
cooler, all the fymptoms indicated violent irritation 
and inflammatory diathefis. In thefe cafes, the fkin 
was always dry, and the remiffions very obfeure. 

" The febrile fymptoms, however, as has been 
already obferved, either gave way on the third, 
fourth, or fifth day, and then the patient reco- 
vered ; or they were foon after fucceeded by a 
different, but much more dangerous train of fyrnp- 
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toms, by debility, low pulfe, cold fkin, (which 
aiiumed a tawny colour, mixed with purple) black 
vomiting, haemorrhages, hiccup, anxiety, rcftlefs- 
nefs, coma, &c. Many, who furvived the eighth 
day, though apparently out of danger, died fud- 
denly in conference of an haemorrhage*.' ' 

This diforder having been new to nearly all our 
phyiicians, it is not furprifing, although it has been 
exceedingly fatal, that there arofe fuch a difcor- 
dancc of fentiment on the proper mode of treat- 
ment, and even with refpecr. to its name. Dr. Rufh 
has acknowledged, with a candour that does him 
honour, that in the commencement he fo far mif- 
took the nature of the diforder, that in his early 
eflays, having depended on gentle purges of falts 
to purify the bowels of his patients, they all died. 
He then tried the mode of treatment adopted in 
the Weft Indies, viz. bark, wine, laudanum, and 
the cold bath, and failed in three cafes out of four.. 
Afterwards he had recourfe to ftrong purges of 
calomel andjalop, and to bleeding, which he found 
attended with lingular fuccefs. 

The honour of the firfl effay of mercury in this 
diforder, is by many afcribed to dr. Hodge and 
dr. Carfon, who are faid to. have employed it a 
week before dr. Rufh. On this point I cannot de- 
cide. But whoever was the firft to introduce it, one 
thing is certain, that its efficacy was great, and 
refcued many from death. I knew, however, fomc 
perfons, who, I have every reafon to believe, 
fell facrifices to the great reputation this medi- 
cine acquired';, "for in fome cafes it was admini- 
ftered to perfons of a previous lax habit, and 
brought on a fpeedy diifolutiom 

* For this account of thcjfymptoms o r the diforder I am. 
indebted to the kiudnefs of dr. Currie, from whole letter to 
«h\ Seiner, it is extracted. 
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I am credibly informed that the demand for 
purges of calomel arid jalap, was fo great, that fome 
of the apothecaries could not mix up every dofe 
in detail ; but mixed a large quantity of each, 
in the ordered proportions ; and afterwards divi- 
ded it into dofes ; by which means, it fometimes 
happened that inftead of i o grains of calomel and 1 5 
of jalap, the cuftomary quantity, One patient had a 
double portion of calomel, and another of jalap. 
The fatal confequences of this may be eafily feen. 

An intelligent citizen who has highly diftinguifh- 
ed himfelf by his attention to the fick, fays* that he 
found the diforder generally come on with coftive- 
nefs ; and unlefs that was removed within the firft 
twelve hours, he hardly knew any perfon to reco- 
ver ; on the contrary, as few died, on whom the ca- 
thartics operated within that time. 

The efficacy of bleeding in all cafes not attended 
with putridity, was great. The quantity of blood 
taken was in many cafes aftonifhing. Dr. Griffits 
was bled feven times in five days, and afcribes his 
recovery principally to that operation. Dr. Meafe, 
in five days, loft feventy-two Ounces of blood, by 
which he was recovered when at the loweft ftage 
of the diforder. Many others were bled ftill more, 
and are now as well as ever they Were. 

Dr. Rufh and dr. Wiftar have fpoken very fa- 
vourably of the falutary effects of Cold air, and 
cool drinks, in this diforder. The latter fays that he 
found more benefit from cold air, than from any 
other remedy. He lay delirious, and in fevere pain, 
between a window arid door, the former of which 
was open. The wind fuddenly changed, and blew 
hill upon him cold and raw. Its effects were fo grate- 
ful that he foon recovered from his delirium — his 
pain left him — in an hour he became perfectly rea- 
fonable — and his fever abated. 

D 
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A refpectable citizen who had the fever himfclf, 
and likewife watched its effects on eleven of his fa- 
mily, who recovered from it, has informed me, 
that a removal of the fick from a clofe, warm room 
to one a few degrees cooler, which practice he em- 
ployed feveral times daily, produced a moft extra- 
ordinary and favourable change in their appearance, 
in their pulfe, and in their fpirits. 

CHAP. IV. — Firjl alarm in Philadelphia. Flight of 
the c it hens. Guardians of the poor borne down with 
labour. 

FROM whatever quarter the diforder came, it 
was fome time before it attracted public notice. 
It had in the mean while fwept oft' many perfons. 
The lirft death that was a fubject of general conver- 
fation, was that of Peter Afton, on the 19th of Au- 
guft, after a few days illnefs. Mrs. Lemaigre's, on 
the day following, and Thomas Miller's, on the 25th, 
with thofe of fome others, after a fhort ficknefs, 
fpread a univerfal terror. 

The removals from Philadelphia began about the 
25th or 26th of this month ; and fo much terrified 
were the public, that for fome weeks, almoft every 
hour in the day, carts, waggons, coachees, and 
chairs, were to be feen transporting families and 
furniture to the country in every direction. 
Many people fhut up their hoiifes wholly ; others 
left fervants to take care of them. Bufmefs then 
became extremely dull. Mechanics and artifts were 
unemployed ; and the ftreets wore the appearance 
of gloom and melancholy. 

The firft official notice taken of the diforder, 

was on the 2 2d of Auguft, on which day, the 

mayor of Philadelphia, Matthew Clarkfon, efq. 

>tc to the city commiflioners, and after ac« 
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^minting them with the ftate of the city, gave 
them the moft peremptory orders, to have the 
ftreets properly cleanfed and purified by the 
jfcavengers, and all the filth immediately hawled 
away. Thefe orders were repeated on the 27th, 
and fimilar ones given to the clerks of the 
market. 

The 26th of the fame month, the college of 
phyficians had a meeting, at which they took into 
confideration the nature of the diforder, and the 
means of prevention and of cure. They publifhed 
an addrefs to the citizens, figned by the prelident 
and fecretary, recommending to "void all unnecef- 
fary intercourfe with the infected ; to place marks 
on the doors or windows where they were ; to 
pay great attention to cleanlinefs and airing the 
rooms of the fick ; to provide a large and airy 
hofpital in the neighbourhood of the city for their 
reception ; to put a Hop to the tolling of the bells ; 
to bury thofe who died of the diforder in carriages 
and as privately as poffible \ to keep the ftreets and 
wharves clean ; to avoid all fatigue of body and 
mind, and ftanding or fitting in the fun, or in the 
open air ; to accommodate the drefs to the wea- 
ther, and to exceed rather in warm than in cool 
clothing ; and to avoid intemperance, but to ufe 
fermented liquors, fuch as wine, beer and cider, 
with moderation. They likewife declared their 
opinion, that fires in the ftreets were very dan- 
gerous, if not ineffectual means of flopping the 
progrefs of the fever, and that they placed more 
dependence on the burning of gunpowder. The 
benefits of vinegar and camphor, they added, 
were confined chiefly to infected rooms ; and they 
could not be too often ufed on handkerchiefs, or 
in midline; bottles, by perfons who attended the 
fick. 
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In confequencc of this addrcfs, the bells were 
immediately flopped from tolling. This was a very 
expedient meafure ; as they had before been 
kept pretty conftantly going the whole day, fo as 
to terrify thofe in health, and drive the fick, as 
far as the influence of imagination could produce 
that effect, to their graves. An idea had gone 
abroad, that the burning of fires in the ftreets, 
would have a tendency to purify the air, and arrcfl 
the progrefs of the diforder. The people had, 
therefore, almoft every night large fires lighted at 
the corners of the ftreets. The 29th, the mayor, 
conformably with the opinion of the college of phy- 
ficians, publifhcd a proclamation, forbidding this 
practice. As a fubftitute, many had recourfe to 
the firing of guns, which they imagined was a 
certain preventative of the diforder. This was 
carried fo far, and attended with fuch danger, 
that it was forbidden by an ordinance of the 
mayor. 

The 29th, the governor of the flate wrote a letter 
to the mayor, ftrongly enforcing the neceffity of the 
moft vigorous and decilive exertions " to prevent 
the extenfion and to deftroy the evil." He defired 
that the various directions given by the college of 
phyficians, mould be carried into elfect. The fame 
day, in his addrefs to the legiflature, he acquainted 
them, that a contagious diforder exifted in the 
city ; and that he had taken every proper meafure 
to afcertain the origin, nature, and extent of it. 
He likewife affured them that the health officer 
and phyfician of the port, would take every 
precaution to allay and remove the public inqui- 
etude. 

The number of the infected daily increafmg, and 
the exiftence of an order againft the admiffion of 
perfons labouring under infectious difeafes into 
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the alms houfe, precluding them from a refuge 
there*, fome temporary place was requifite ; and 
three of the guardians of the poor, about the 26th of 
Auguft, took polleffion of the circus, in which mr. 
Ricketts had lately exhibited his equeftrian feats, be- 
ing the only place that could be procured for the 
purpofe. Thither they fent feven perfons afflicted 
with the malignant fever, where they lay in the open 
air for fome time, and without proper affiftanCef . 
Of thefe, one crawled out on the commons, where 
he died at a diftance from any houfe. Two died in 
the circus, one of whom was feafonably removed ; 
the other lay in a ftate of putrefaction for above for- 
ty eight hours, owing to the difficulty of procuring 
any perfon to remove him. On this occafion occur- 
red an inftance of courage in a fervant girl, of which 
at that time few men were capable. The carter, 
who finally undertook to remove the corpfe, hav- 
ing no affiftant, and being unable alone to put 
it into the coffin, was on the point of relinquim- 
ing his defign, and quitting the place. The girl 
perceived him, and understanding the difficulty 
he laboured under, offered her fervices, provided 
he would not inform the family with whom fhe 
lived. She accordingly helped him to put the bo- 
dy into the coffin, which was by that time crawl- 
ing with maggots, and in the moft loathfome ftate 
of putrefaction. It gives me pleafure to add, that 
flie ftill lives, notwithstanding her very hazardous 
exploit. 

• * A 1 this period, the number of paupers in the alms 
houfe was between three and four- hundred ; and the ma- 
liageYs, appreheufive of fpreadirfg "the diforder among 
them, enforced the abovementioned order, which had been 
entered into a long time before. They, however, fupplied 
bed? and bedding, and all the money in their treafury, for 
their <elief, out of that houfe. 

f High wages were offered for nurfes for thefe poor 
people — but none could be procured. . ••

The inhabitants of the neighbourhood of the 
circus took the alarm, and threatened to burn or 
deftroy it, unlefs the lick were removed ; and it 
is believed they would have actually carried their 
threats into execution, had a compliance been de- 
layed a day longer. 

The 29th, leven of the guardians of the poor 
had a conference with fome of the city magif- 
trates on the fubject of the fever, at which it 
was agreed to be indifpenfably neceffary that a 
fuitable houfe, as an hofpital, mould be provided 
near the city for the reception of the infected 
poor. 

In confequence, in the evening, the guardians of 
the poor agreed to fundry refolutions, viz. to ufc 
their utmolt exertions to procure fuch a houfe out 
of town, and as near thereto, as might be practi- 
cable, confiltent with the fafcty of the inhabi- 
tants, for the poor who were or might be afflict- 
ed with contagious diforders, and be deftitute of 
the means of providing neceffary affrftance other- 
wife ; to engage phyficians, nurfes, attendants, and 
all necefTaries for their relief in that houfe ; to ap- 
point proper perfons in each diftrict, to enquire 
after fuch poor as might be afflicted ; to adminif- 
ter affiftance to them in their own houfes, and, 
if neceffary, to remove them to tl" z hofpital. They 
referved to themfelves, at the fame time, the liber- 
ty of drawing- on the mayor for fuch fums as 
might be neceiTary to carry their plan into effect:. 

Conformably to thefe refolves, a committee of 
their body was appointed to make enquiry for a 
fuitable place ; and after ftrict examination, they 
judged that a building adjacent to Bumhill, the 
manfio-t houfe of William Hamilton, efq. was the 
beft calculated for the purpofe. That gentleman 
was then abfent, and had no agent in the citv ; 
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and the great urgency of the cafe admitting no 
delay, eight of the guardians, accompanied by 
Hilary Baker, efq. one of the city aldermen, with 
the concurrence of the governor, proceeded, on the 
31ft of Auguft, to the building they had, fixed 
upon ; and meeting with fome oppoiition from a 
tenant who occupied it, they took pofTeffion of the 
manfion houfe itfelf, to which, on the fame eve- 
ning, they fent the four patients who remained at 
the circus. 

Shortly after this, the guardians of the poor 
for. the city, except James Wilfon, Jacob Tom- 
kins, jun. and William Sanfom, ceafed the per- 
formance of their duties, nearly the whole of 
them having removed out of the city. Before 
this virtual vacation of office, they palled a re- 
folve againft the admiffion of any paupers what- 
ever into the alms-houfe during the prevalence 
of the diforder. The caufe of entering into this 
order, was, that fome paupers, who had been ad- 
mitted previous thereto, with a certificate from 
the phyficians, of their being free from the infecti- 
on, had neverthelefs died of it. The whole care 
of the poor of the city, the providing for Bufh- 
hill, fending the fick there, and burying the dead, 
devolved, therefore, on the above three guar- 
dians. It muft give the reader great concern to 
hear, that two of them, James Wilfon, and Jacob 
Tomkins, excellent and indefatigable young men, 
whofe feryices were at that time of very great 
importance, fell facrifices in the caufe of humanity. 
The other, William Sanfom, was likewife, in the 
execution of his dangerous office, feized with the 
diforder, and on the brink of the grave, but was 
fo fortunate as to recover. 
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CHAP. V. General Jefpdndency. Deplorable f\ 
Frightful view of human nature, A noble and exhili- 
rating contrajl. 

THE confternation of the people of Philadel- 
phia at this period was carried beyond all 
bounds. Difmay and affright were vifible in almoft 
every perfon's countenance. Moft people who 
could by any means make it convenient, fled from 
the city. Of thofe who remained, many fhut them- 
felves up in their houfes, and were afraid to walk the 
fireets. The fmoke of tobacco being regarded as a 
preventative, many perfons, even women and fmall 
boys, had fegars conflantly in their mouths. Others 
placing full confidence in garlic, chewed it almofl 
the whole day ; fome kept it in their fhoes. Many 
were afraid to allow the barbers or hair-dreffers 
to come near them, as inftances had occurred of 
fome of them having fhaved the dead — and many 
of them had engaged as bleeders. Some who car- 
ried their caution pretty far, bought lancets for 
thcmfelves, not daring to be bled with the lancets 
of the bleeders. Some houfes were hardly a mo- 
ment in the day free from the fmell of gunpow- 
der, burned tobacco, nitre, fprinkled vinegar, fee. 
Many of the churches were almoft deferted, and 
fome wholly clofed. The coffee houfe was fhut up, 
as was the city library, and moft of the public 
offices — three out of the four daily papers were 
dropped*, as were fome of the Other papers.—- 

It would be improper to pa(s o?er this opportunity of 
mentioning, that the federal gazette, printed by Andrew 
Brown, Was uninterruptedly continued, and with the uftiel 
mdufh-y, during the whole calamity, and was of the utmoft 
fervic<, in conveying to the citizens of the united Males au- 
thentic intelligence of the ftate of die difbvdcr, and of the 
<-uy generally. 
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Many were almoft inceffantly purifying, fcour- 
ing, and whitewashing their rooms. Thofe who 
ventured abroad, had handkerchiefs or fponges im- 
pregnated with vinegar or camphor at their nofes, 
or elfe fmelling bottles with the thieves' vinegar. 
Others carried pieces of tarred rope in their hands 
or pockets, or camphor bags tied round their 
necks. The corpfes of the moft refpe&ablc citizens, 
even of thofe who did not die of the epidemic, 
were carried to the grave, on the ftiafts of a chair, 
the horfe driven by a negro, unattended by a 
friend or relation, and without any fort of cere- 
mony. People haftily fhifted their courfe at the 
fight of a hearfe coming towards them. Many 
never walked on the foot path, but went into 
the middle of the ftreets, to avoid being infected in 
palling by houfes wherein people had died. Ac- 
cruaintanccs and friends avoided each other in the 
ftreets, and only fignified their regard by a cold 
nod. The old cuftom of making hands fell into 
fuch general difufe, that many were affronted at 
even the offer of the hand. A perfon with a crape, 
or any appearance of mourning, was fhunned like 
a viper. And many valued themfelves highly on the 
fkill and addrefs with which they got to windward 
of every perfon they met. Indeed it is not probable 
that London, at the laft ftage of the plague, exhi- 
bited ftronger marks of terror, than were to be feen 
in Philadelphia, from the 25th or 26th of Auguft 
till pretty late in September. When people fum- 
moncd up refolution to walk abroad, and take the 
air, the lick cart conveying patients to the hofpital, 
or the hearfe carrying the dead to the grave, 
which were travelling almoft the whole day, foon 
damped their fpirits, and plunged them again into 
defpondency. 
While affairs were in this deplorable ftate, and 
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people at the lowcft ebb of defpair, we cannot 
beaftonifbedat the frightful fcenes that were acted, 
which feemed to indicate a total diifolution of the 
bonds of fociety in the nearell and deareft con- 
nexions. Who, without horror, can reflect on a 
hufband, married perhaps for twenty years, deferring 
his wife in the laft agony — a wife unfeelingly aban- 
doning her hufband on his death bed — parents 
forfaking their only children — children ungratefully 
flying from their parents, and refigning them to 
chance, often without an enquiry after their health 
or fafety — mailers hurrying off their faithful fer- 
vants to Bufhhill, even on fufpicion of the fever, 
and that at a time, when, like Tartarus, it was open 
to every vifitant, but never , returned any — fervants 
abandoning tender and humane matters, who only 
wanted a little care to reftore them to health and 
ufefulnefs — who, I fay, can even now think of thefe 
things without horror ? Yet they were daily ex- 
hibited in every quarter of our city ; and fuch was 
the force of habit, that the parties who were guilty 
of this cruelty, felt no remorle themfelves — nor 
met with the execration from^their feilow-citizens, 
which fuch conduct would have excited at any other 
period. Indeed, at this awful crifis, fo much did 
fclf appear to engrofs the whole attention of many, 
that iefs concern was felt for the lofs of a parent, a 
hufband, a wife, or an only child, than, on other 
occafions, would have been caufed by the death of 
a fervant, or even of a favourite lap dog. 

This kind of conduct produced fcenes of diftrefs 
and mifery, of which few parallels are to be met 
with, and which nothing could palliate, but the 
extraordinary public panic, and the great law of 
felf prefervation, the dominion of which extends 
over the whole animated world. Many men of 
affluent fortunes, who have given daily employ- 
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ment and fuftcnance to hundreds, have been aban- 
doned to the care of a negro, after their wives, 
children, friends, clerks, and fervants, had fled 
away, and left them to their fate. In many cafes, 
no money could procure proper attendance. 
With the poor, the cafe was, as might be expected, 
aiteiy worfe than with the rich. Many of thefe 
have perifhed, without a human being to hand 
them a drink of water, to adminifter medicines, or 
to perform any charitable office for them. Vari- 
ous inllances have occurred, of dead bodies found 
lying in the ftreets, of perfons wha-had no houfe or 
habitation, and could procurer no melter. 

A man and his wife, once in affluent circumftan- 
ces, were found lying dead in bed, and between 
them was their child, a little infant, who was fuck- 
ing its mother's breafts. How long they had lain 
thus, was uncertain. 

A woman, whofe hulband had juft died of the 
fever, was feized v/ith the pains of labour, and 
nobody to affift her, as the women in the neigh- 
bourhood were afraid to go into the houfe. She 
lay for a conliderable time in a degree of anguifh 
that will not bear defcription. At length, fhe 
ftruggled to reach the window, and cried out for 
afliftance. Two men, palling by, went up ftairs ; 
but they came at too late a ftage. — She was ftriv-. 
ing with death — and actually in a few minutes ex- 
pired in their arms. 

Another woman,whofe hufband and two children 
lay dead in the room with her, was in the fame fi- 
tuation as the former, without a midwife, or any 
other pcrfon to aid her. Her cries at the window 
brought up one of the carters employed by the 
committee for the relief of the fick. With his 
afliftance, fhe was delivered of a child, which died in 
a few minutes, as did the mother, who was ut. 
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terly exhaufted by her labour, by the diibrdcr, 
and by the dreadful fpectacle before her. And thus 
lay in one room, no lefs than five dead bodies, an 
entire family, carried ofF in an hour or two. Many 
inftances have occurred, of resectable women, 
who, in their lying-in, have been obliged to depend 
on their maid fervants, for afiiftance- — and fome 
have had none but from their hufbands. Some of the 
midwives were dead — and others had left the city. 

A fervant girl, belonging to a family in this 
city, in which the fever had prevailed, was appre- 
henfive of danger, and refolved to remove to a 
relation's houfe, in the country. She was, however, 
taken fick on the road, and returned to town, 
where fhe could find no perfon to receive her. 
One of the guardians of the poor provided a cart, 
and took her to the alms houfe, into which fhe was 
refufed admittance. She was brought back, and the 
guardian offered five dollars to procure her a fingle 
night's lodging, but in vain. And in fine, after 
every effort made to provide her fhelter, fhe abfo- 
lutely expired in the cart. 

To relate all the frightful cafes of this nature 
that occurred, would fill a volume. Let thefe few 
fuilice. But I muft obferve, that moft of them 
happened in the firft ftage of the public panic. 
Afterwards, when the citizens recovered a little 
from their fright, they became much lefs frequent. 

Thefe horrid circumftances having a tendency to 
throw a fhade over the human character, it is pro- 
per to reflect a little light on the fubject, wherever 
juftice and truth will permit. Amidft the general 
abandonment of the fick that prevailed, there were 
to be found many illuftrious inftances of men and 
women, fome in the middle, others in the lower 
fpheresof life, who, in the exercife of the duties of 
humanity, expofed themfelves to dangers, which 
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terrified men, who have hundreds of times faced 
death without fear, in the field of battle. Some of 
them, alas ! have fallen in the good caufe ! But why 
fliould they be regretted ! never could they have 
fallen more gloriouily. Foremoft in this noble 
groupe ftands Jofeph Inlkeep, a moft excellent man 
in every of the fecial relations, of citizen, brother, 
hulband, and friend — To the fick and the forfaken, 
whether he was acquainted with them or not, has 
he devoted his hours, to relieve and comfort them 
in their tribulation. Numerous are the inftances of 
naen reilored, by his kind cares and attention, to 
dieir families from the very jaws of death. — In va- 
rious cafes has he been obliged to put dead bodies 
into coffins, when no other perfon could be had to 
perform that office. The merit of Andrew Adgate, 
Joab Jones, and Daniel OfHey, in the fame way, was 
confpicuous, and of the laft importance to numbers 
of diftrcifed creatures, bereft of every other comfort. 
Of thofe worthy men, Wilfon and Tomkins, I have 
already fpoken. The rev. mr. Fleming and the rev. 
mr. Winkhaufe, exhaufted themfelves by a fuccef- 
fion of labours, day and night, attending on the 
fick, and miniftering relief to their fpiritual and 
temporal wants. 

Of thofe who have happily furvived their dangers, 
and are preferved to their fellow citizens, I mall 
mention a few. They enjoy the fupreme reward of 
a felf-approving confeience ; and I readily believe, 
that in the moft fecret recedes, remote from the 
public eye, they would have done the fame. But 
next to the {enfe of having done well, is the 
approbation of our friends and fellow men ; and 
when the debt is great, and the only payment that 
can be made is applaufe, it is furcly the word fpecies 
of avarice, to withhold it. We are always ready, too 
ready, to bellow cenfure— and, as jLf anxious left 
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we mould not give enough, we generally heap the 
meaiure. When we are lb folicitous to deter by 
reproach from folly, vice, and crime, why not be 
equally difpofed to Simulate to virtue and hcroifm, 
by freely bellowing the well-earned plaudit ? Could I 
fuppofe, that in any future equally-dangerous emer- 
gency, the opportunity I have feized of bearing my 
feeble teftimony in favour of thefe worthy perfons, 
would be a means of exciting others to emulate their 
heroic virtue, it would afford me the higheft con- 
ization I have ever experienced. 

The rev. Henry Ilelmuth's merits are of the moft 
exalted kind. His whole time, during the prevalence 
of the diforder, was fpent in the performance of 
the works of mercy., vihting and relieving the lick, 
comforting the afflicted, and feeding the hungry. 
Of his congregation, fome hundreds have paic 
lalt debt to nature, fince the malignant fever be- 
gan ; and, I believe, he attended nearly the whole 
of them. To fo many dangers was he expofed, that 
he ftands a living miracle of prefervation. The rev. 
C. V. Keating and the rev. mr. Uftick have been 
in the fame career, and performed their duties to 
the fickwith equal fidelity, and with equal danger. 
The venerable old citizen, Samuel Robefcn, has 
e a good angel, indefatigably performing, in 
families where there was not one perfon able to 
help another, even the menial offices of the kitchen, 
in every part of his neighbourhood. Thomas Alli- 
bonc, Lambert Wilmer, John Barker, Hannah 
Paine John Hutchinfon,and great numbers of others, 
have diftinguifhed themfelves by the kindeft offices of 
difinterefted humanity. Magnus Miller, Samuel 
Coates, and other good citizens, in that time of 
pinching djftrefs and difficulty, advanced fums of 
money to individuals whofe refources were cut off, 
and who, though accuftomed to a life of indepen* 
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dence, were abfolutely deftitute of the means of" 
fubfiftence. And a worthy widow, whofe name I 
am grieved I cannot mention, came to the city-hall, 
and out of her means, which are very moderate, 
offered the committee twenty dollars for the relief 
of the poor. John Connelly has fpent hours belide 
the lick, when their own wives and children had 
abandoned them. Twice did he catch the diforder — 
twice was he on the brink of the grave, which was 
yawning to receive him — yet, unappalled by the 
imminent danger he had efcaped, he again return- 
ed to the charge. I feel myfelf affected at this part 
of my fubject, with emotions, which I fear my un- 
animated ftile is ill calculated to transfufe into the 
breaft of my reader. I wifti him to dwell on this part 
of the picture, with a degree of exquilite pleafure 
equal to what I feel in the defcription. When we 
view man in this light, we lofe light of his feeble- 
nefs, his imperfection, his vice — he refembles, in a 
fmall degree, that divine being, who is an inex- 
hauftible mine of mercy and goodneis. And, as a 
human being, I rejoice that it has fallen to my lot, 
to be a witnels and recorder of a magnanimity 
which would alone be fufficient to relcue the cha- 
racter of mortals from obloquy and reproach. 

CHAP. VI. Dijircfs increafes. Benevolent citizens 
invited to ajjijl the guardians of the poor. Ten volun- 
teers. Appointment of the committee for relief ofthefick. 
State of Philadelphia. 

IN the mean time, the fituation of affairs became 
daily more and more ferious. Thofe of the 
guardians of the poor, who continued to act, were 
quite oppreffed with the labours of their office, 
which increafed to fuch a degree, that they were 
utterly unable to execute them. The difeafed 
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pcrfons became daily more numerous. Owing to 
the general terror, nurfes, carters, and attendants 
could hardly be procured. Thus circumftanced, the 
mayor of the city, on the ioth of September, 
publiihed an addrefs to the citizens, announcing 
that the guardians of the poor, who remained, 
were in diftrefs for want of afliftancc, and inviting 
fuch benevolent citizens as felt for the general di£ 
trefs, to lend their aid. In confequence of this ad- 
vertisement, a meeting of the citizens was held 
at the city-hall, on Thurfday, the 1 2th of Sep- 
t ember, at which very few attended, from the 
univeral confternation that prevailed. 'Ihe ftate of 
the poor was fully confidered ; and ten citizens, 
Ifrael Ifrael, Samuel Wetherill, Thomas Wiftar, 
Andrew Adgate, Caleb Lownes, Henry Deforeft, 
Thomas Peters, Jofeph Inlkeep, Stephen Girard, 
and John Mafon, offered themfelves to aflift 
the guardians of the poor. At this meeting, a 
committee was appointed to confer with the phy- 
licians who had the care of Buih-hill, and make 
report of the ftate of that hofpital. This committee 
reported next evening, that it was in very bad 
order, and in want of almoft every thing. 

On Saturday, the 14th, another meeting was 
held, when the alarming ftate of aifairs being fully 
confidered, it was refolved to borrow 1 500 dol- 
lars of the bank of North America, for the pur- 
pofe of procuring fuitable accommodations for the 
ufe of perfons afflicted with the prevailing malig- 
nant fever. At this meeting, a committee was 
appointed to tranfacl the whole of the bufinefs 
relative to the relief of the fick, and the procuring 
of phyficians, nurfes, attendants, &c. This is the 
committee, which, by virtue of that appointment, 
has, from that day to the prefent time, watched 
over the fick, the poor, the widow, and the or- 
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phan. It is worthy of remark, and may encourage 
others in times of public calamity, that this com- 
mittee confrfted originally of only twenty-fix per- 
fons, men moftly taken from the middle walks 
of life ; of thefe, four, Andrew Adgate, Jonathan 
Dickinfon Sargeant, Daniel Ofiley, and Jofeph In- 
fkeep, died, the two firft at an early period of 
their labours — and four never attended to the 
appointment. " The heat and burden of the day" 
have therefore been borne by eighteen perfons, 
whofe exertions have been fo highly favoured by 
providence, that they have been the inftruments 
of averting the progrefs of deftruction, eminently 
relieving the diftreiTed, and reftoring confidence 
to the terrified inhabitants of Philadelphia. It is 
honourable to this committee, that they have 
conducted their bufinefs with more harmony than 
is generally to be met with in public bodies of equal 
number. 

Never, perhaps, was there a city in the fituati- 
on of Philadelphia at this period. The preiident of 
the united ftates, according to his annual cuftom, 
had removed to Mount Vernon with his houfe- 
hold. Moft, if not all of the other officers of 
the federal government were abfcnt. The gover- 
nor, who had been lick,. had gone, by directions of 
his phyfician, to his country feat near the falls of 
Schuylkill — and nearly the whole of the officers of 
the ftate had likewife retired. — The magiftrates of 
the city, except the mayor, and John Barclay, efq. 
were away, as were moil of thofe of the liberties. 
Of the fituation of the guardians of the poor J. have 
already made mention. In fact, government of 
every kind was almoft wholly vacated, and feemed, 
by tacit, but univerfal confent, to be veiled in the 
committee.

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CHAP. VII. Magnanimous offer. Wretched State 
of Bujh-hdl. Order introduced there. 

AT the meeting on the 15th, a circumftancc 
to which the molt glowing pencil could 
hardly do juftice. Stephen Girard, a wealthy merc- 
hant, a native of France, and one of the members 
of the committee, touched with the wretched fitua- 
tion of the fufferers at Bufh-hill, voluntarily and 
unexpectedly offered himfelf as a manager tofuper- 
intend that hofpital. The furprife and fatisfacfi- 
on, excited by this extraordinary effort of humani- 
ty, can be better conceived than expreffed. Peter 
Helm, a native of Pennfylvania, alio a member, 
actuated by the like benevolent motives, offered 
his fervices in the fame department. Their offers 
were accepted ; and the fame afternoon they en- 
tered on the execution of their dangerous and 
praifeworthy office. 

To form a juft eftimate of the value of the of- 
fer of thefe men, it is neceflary to take into full 
confideration the general conflernation, which at 
that period pervaded every quarter of the city, and 
which made attendance on the fick be regarded as 
little lefs than a certain facrifice. Uninfluenced by 
any reflexions of this kind, without any pofiible in- 
ducement but the purefl motives of humanity, they 
came forward, and offered themfcives as the for- 
lorn hope of the committee. I trull that the grati- 
tude of their fellow citizens will remain as long as 
the memory of their beneficent conduct, which 1 
hope will not die with the prefent generation. 

On the 1 6th, the managers of Bufhhill, after 
perfonal infpection of the ftate of affairs there, 
made report of its fituation, which was truly 
deplorable. It exhibited as wretched a picture of 
human mifery as ever exifted. A profligate, aban- 
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doned fet of iiurfes and attendants (hardly any of 
good character could at that time be procured,) 
rioted on the provifiOns and comforts, prepa- 
red for the lick, who (unlefs at the hours when 
the doctors attended) were left almofl entirely 
deftitute of every afiiftance. The dying and dead 
were indifcriminately mingled together. The or- 
dure and other evacuations of the fick, were al- 
lowed to remain in the moil offenfive flate ima- 
ginable. Not the fmalleft appearance of order or 
regularity exifled. It was, in foci, a great human 
flaughter houfe, where numerous victims were 
immolated at the altar of riot and intemperance. 
No wonder, then, that a general dread of the 
place prevailed through the city, and that a re- 
moval to it was confidered as the feal of death. In 
confequence, there were various inflances of fick 
perfons locking their rooms, and refilling every 
attempt to carry them away. At length, the poor 
were fo much afraid of being fent to Bufhhill, 
that they would not acknowledge their illnefs, until 
it was no longer poflible to conceal it. For it is 
to be obferved, that the fear of the contagion 
was fo prevalent, that as foon as any one was 
taken ill, an alarm was fpread among the neigh- 
bours, and every effort was ufed to have the nek 
perfon hurried off to Bufhhill, to avoid fpreading 
the diforder. The cafes of poor people forced in 
this way to that hofpital, though labouring under 
only common colds, and common fall fevers, were 
numerous and arffli&ing. There were not wanting 
inllances of perfons, only flightly ill, being fent to 
Bufhhill, by their panic-flruck neighbours, and 
embracing the firfl opportunity of running back 
to Philadelphia. 
The regulations adopted at Bufhhill, were as 

follow : 

*F 
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One of the rooms in the manfion houfe (which 
contains fourteen, bcfidcs three large entries) was. 
allotted to the matron, and an afliftant under her — 
eleven rooms and two entries to the fick. Thole 
who were in a very low Hate, were in one room — 
and one was appointed for the dying. The men and 
women were kept in diftinct rooms, and attended 
by nurfes of their own fexes. Every fick porfon was 
furniihed with a bedftcad, clean meet, pillow, two 
or three blankets, porringer, plate, fpoon, and clean 
linen, when necefiary. In the manfion houfe were 
or.e hundred and forty bedfteads. The new frame 
houfe, built by the committee, when it was found 
that the old buildings were inadequate to contain 
the patients com modi ou fly, is ftxty feet front, and 
eighteen feet deep, with three rooms on the ground 
floor ; one of which was for the head nurfes of that 
houfe, the two others for the fick. Each of thefe 
two iaft contained feventcen bedfteads. The loft, 
defigned for the convalefcents, was calculated to 
contain forty, 

# The barn is a large, commodious ftone building, 
divided into three apartments; one occupied by the 
refident doctors and apothecary, one, which con- 
tained forty bedfteads, by the men convalefcents— 
and the other by the women cqrivalefcents, which 
contained lifty-feven. 

At feme diftance from the weft of the hofpital, 
was erected a frame building to ftore the coffins, 
and depofit the dead until they were fent to a place 
of interment. 

Befides the nurfes employed in the houfe, there 
were two cooks, four labourers, and three wafher- 
w^omen, conftantly. employed for the ufe of the hof- 
pital. . j 

The fick were vifited twice a day by two 
phyficians, dr. Deveze and dr. Benjamin ttuf- 
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field *, whofe prefcriptions were executed by fh'ros 
f efident phyficians and the apothecary. 

One of the refident doctors was charged with 
the diftribution of the victuals for the fick. At ele^ 
ven o'clock, lie gave them broth with rice, bread, 
boiled beef, veal, mutton, and chicken, with cream 
of rice to thofe whofe flomachs Would not bear 
flronger nourifmnent. Their fecond meal was at fix 
o'clock, when they had broth, rice, boiled prunes, 
with cream of rice. The fick drank at their meals 
porter, or claret and water. Their conftant drink 
between meals was centaury tea, and boiled le- 
monade. 

Thefe regulations, the order and regularity in- 
troduced, and the care and tendernefs with whicli 
the managers not only treated the patients, but 
obliged the nurfes and attendants to obferve, foon 
eftablifhed the character of the hofpital ; and in the 
courfe of a week or two, numbers of fick people, 
who had not at home proper perfons to nurfe 
them, applied to be fent to Bufhhill. Indeed, in the 
end, fo many people, who were afflicted with other 
diforders, procured admittance there, that it became 
neceffary to pafs a refolve, that before an order of 
admiflion mould be granted, a certificate muft be 
produced from a phyfician, that the patient la- 
boured under the malignant fever ; for had all the 
applicants been received, this hofpital, fitted up 

* Very foon after the organization of the committee, dr. 
Deveze, a refpeetable Frencli phyfician from Cape FrancoW, 
offered his fervices in the line of his profeflion at Bufh-hiil. 
Dr. Benjamin DufTiekl did the fame. Their offers were ao 
cepted, and they have both attended with great punctu- 
afey. Dr. Deveze renounced all other practice, which, at that 
period, would have been very lucrative, when there was fuch 
general demand for phyficians. The committee, in confidera- 
tion of the fervices of thefe two gentlemen, have lately pre- 
ftnted dr. Duffield with five hundred, and dr. Deveze with 
fifteen hundred dollars. 
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for an extraordinary occafion, would have been 
filled with patients whofe cafes entitled them to a 
reception in the Pennf'ylvania hofpital. 

The number of perfons received into Bum-hill, 
from the 1 6th of September to this time, is about 
one thoufandj of whom nearly five hundred are 
dead ; there are now in the houl'e about twenty lick, 
and fifty convalefcents. Of the latter clafs, there 
have been difmifled about four hundred and thirty. 

The reafon why fo large a proportion died of thofe 
received, is, that in a variety of cafes, the early fears 
of that hofpital had got fuch firm pofieflion of the 
minds of fome, and others were fo much actuated 
by a foolifh pride, that they would never confent 
to be removed till they were paft recovery. And in 
confequence of this, there were many inftances of 
perfons dying in the cart on the road to the hof- 
pital. I fpeak within bounds, when I fay that at 
leaft a third of the whole number of thofe receiv- 
ed, did not furvivc their entrance into the hofpi- 
tal two days. But for the operation of thefe two 
motives, the number of the dead in the city and 
in the hofpital would have been much leflened j 
for many a man, whofe nice feelings made him 
fpurn at the idea of a removal to the hofpital, pe- 
rifhed in the city for want of that comfortable 
afliftance he would have had at Bufh-hill. 

Before I conclude this chapter, let me add, that 
the perfeverance of the managers of that hofpital 
has been equally meritorious with their original be- 
neficence. During the whole calamity to this time* 
they have attended uninterruptedly, for fix, feven, 
or eight hours a day, renouncing almoft every care 
of private affairs. They have had a laborious tour 
of duty to perform — to encourage and comfort 
thefick — to hand them neceffaries and medicines 
— to wipe the fweat off their brows — and to 
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perform many difgufting offices of kindnefs for 
them, which nothing could render tolerable, but 
the exalted motives that impelled them to this 
heroic conduct. 

CHAP. VIII. Proceedings of the committee — Loan 
from the bank of North America. Eftabiifhment of 
an orphan houfe. Relief of the poor. Appointment 
of the ajfjlant committee. 

THE committee, on its organization, refolved 
that three of the members mould attend dai- 
ly at the city hall, to receive applications for relief; 
to provide tor the burial of the dead, and for the 
conveyance of perfons labouring under the malig- 
nant fever, to Bulh-hill. But three being found 
inadequate to the execution of the multifarious 
and laborious duties to be performed, this order 
was refunded, and daily attendance was given by 
nearly all of the members. 

A number of carts and carters were engaged for 
the burial of the dead, and removal of the fick. 
And it was a melancholy fight to behold them in- 
cerlantly employed through the whole day, in thefe 
mournrul otlices. 

The committee borrowed fifteen hundred dol- 
lars from the bank of North America, agreeably 
to the refolves of the town meeting by which they 
were appointed. Several of the members entered 
into fecurity to repay that fum, in cafe the corpora- 
tion or legiflature mould refute to make provifion 
for its dilcharge. This fum being foon expended, 
a farther loan of 5000 dollars was negotiated with 
the fame inftitution*. 

* It ought to be mentioned, that on the payment of thefe 
funis, the directors gcueroufly declined accepting intercH for 
the ufe of them- 
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In the progrcfs of l he diforder, the committee 
found the calls on their humanity increafe. The 
numerous deaths of heads of families left a very 
large body of children in a moft abandoned, forlorn 
. The bettering houfe, in which fuch helplefs 
objects have been ufually placed heretofore, was 
barred againft them, by the order which I have 
already mentioned. Many of thefe little innocents 
were actually fuffering for want of even common 
neceifaries. The deaths of their parents and pro- 
tectors, which mould have been the ftrongeft re- 
commendation to public charity, was the veryrea- 
ibn of their diftreis, and of their being fhunncd 
as "a peftilence. The children of a family once in 
eafy circumftances, were found in a blackfmith's 
(hop, fqualid, dirty, and half ftarved, having been 
for a conliderable time without even bread to eat. 
Various inftances of a fimilar nature occurred. This 
evil early caught the attention of the committee; 
and on the 19th of September, they hired a houfe 
in Fifth-ftreet, in which they placed thirteen chil- 
dren. The number increafing, they on the 3d of Oc- 
tober, procured the Loganian library, which was 
generoufly given up by John Swanwick, efq. for 
the purpofe of an orphan houfe. A further in- 
creafe of their little charge, rendered it neceffary to 
build fome additions to the library, which are now 
finifhed, and are nearly half as large as that build- 
ing. At prefent, there are in the houfe, under the 
care of the orphan committee, about fixty chil- 
dren, and above forty are out with wet nurfes. 
From the origin of the inftitution, one hundred 
and ninety children have fallen under their care, 
of whom fixteen are dead, and about feventy 
have been delivered to their relations or friends. 
There are inftances of five and fix children of a 
fingle family in the houfe.

To thefe precious depofits the utmoft attention 
has been paid. They are well fed, comfortably 
clothed, and properly taken care of. : Mary Parvin, 
a very fuitable perfon for the purpofe, has been en- 
gaged as matron,- and there are, befides, fufficient 
perfons employed to aflift her. Various applications 
have been made for fome of the children ; but in no 
inftance would the committee furrender any of them 
up, until they had fatisfactory evidence that the 
claimants had a right to make the demand. Their 
relations are now publicly called upon to come and 
receive them. For fuch as may remain unclaimed, 
the beft provifion pofllble will be made; and fo great is 
the avidity of many to have fome of them, that there 
will be no difficulty in placing them to advantage. 

Another duty foon attracted the attention of the 
committee. The flight of fo many of our citizens, 
the confequent ftagnation of bufmefs, and the almoft 
total cefiation of the labours of the guardians of the 
poor, brought on among the lower clafles of the peo- 
ple, a great degree of diftrefs, which loudly demand- 
ed the interpofition of the humane. In confequence, 
on the 20th of September, a fub-committee of diftri- 
bution, of three members, was appointed, to fur- 
nifli fuch aftiftance to deferving objects as their re- 
spective cafes might require, and the funds allow. 
This was at firft aclminiftered to but few, owing to 
the confined ftate of the finances. But the very ex- 
traordinary liberality of our fugitive fellow citizens, 
of the citizens of New York, and of thofe of va- 
rious towns and townfhips, encouraged the commit- 
tee to extend their views. And they increafed the 
diftributing committee to eight, and afterwards to 
ten. 

Being, in the execution of this important fervice, 
liable to impofition, they, on the 14th of October, 
unpointed an afliftant committee, compofed of 

G 
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forty-five citizens, chofen from the feveral di- 
ftricts of the city and liberties. The duty afligned 
this afiiftant committee, was to feek out and give 
recommendations to deferving objects in diftrefs, 
who, on producing them, were relieved by the 
committee of diftribution, (who fat daily at the City 
Hall, in rotation,) with money, provifions, or wood, 
or all three, according as their neceflities required. 
The afliftant committee executed this bufmefs with 
fuch care, that it is probable fo great a number of 
people were never before relieved, with fo little im- 
pofition. Some fhamelefs creatures, pofTefled of 
houfes, and comfortable means of fupport, have 
been detected in endeavouring to partake of the re- 
lief deflined folely for the really indigent and dif- 
trefled. 

Befides thofe who came forward to afk afliftance 
in the way of gift, there was another clafs, in equal 
diflrefs, and equally entitled to relief, who couid 
not defcend to accept it as charity. The committee, 
difpofed to fofter this laudable principle, one of the 
beft fecuritics from debafement of character, relieved 
perfons of this defcription with fmall loans weekly, 
jufl enough for immediate fupport, and took ac- 
knowledgements for the debt, without ever inten- 
ding to urge payment, if not perfectly convenient 
to the parties. 

The number of perfons relieved weekly, was 
about twelve hundred ; many of whom had fami- 
lies of four, five, and fix perfons. 

The gradual revival of bufmefs has refcued thofe 
who are able and willing to work, from the humili- 
ation of depending on public charity. And the or- 
ganization of the overfeers of the poor has thrown 
the fupport of the proper objects of charity into 
its old channel. The diftribution of money, 
ceafed thereforc.on Saturday, the 23d of November. 
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C II A P. IX. Repeated addreffes of the committee on 
the purification of houfes. — Ajfjlant committee un- 
dertake to i?ifpecl infecled houfes pcrfonally. Extincli- 
on of the d if order. Governor'' s proclamation. Addrefs 
of the clergy. A new and happy fiate of affairs. 

THE committee exerted its cares for the wel- 
fare of the citizens in every cafe in which its 
interference was at all proper or neceiTary. The de- 
clenfion of the diforder induced many perfons to 
return to the city at an earlier period, than pru- 
dence dictated. On the 26th of October, therefore, 
the committee addreffed their fellow citizens, con- 
gratulating them on the very flattering change that 
had taken place, which afforded a chearing prof- 
pccl of being foon freed from the diforder entirely. 
They, however, recommended to thofe who were 
abfent, not to return till the intervention of cold 
weather or rain* mould render fuch a ftep juftifia- 
blc and proper, by totally extinguifliing the difeafe. 

The 29th they publifhed another addrefs to the 
public, earneftly exhorting thofe whofe houfes had 
been clofed, to have them well aired and purified ; 
to.throw lime into the privies, &c. 

The 4th of November, they again addreffed the 
public, announcing that it was unfafe for thofe who 
hid refided in the country, to return to town with 
too much precipitation, efpecially into houfes not 
properly prepared. They added, that though the 
diforder had confiderably abated, and though there 
was reafon to hope it would fhortly disappear, yet 
they could not fay it was totally eradicated ; as 
there was reafon to fear it flill lurked in different 
parts of the city. They reiterated their rcprefenta- 
tions on the fubjecl of cleanfmg houfes. 

* I fhall in Corns of the fo'lowing pages attempt to prove, 
that the idcn here held our, w . : 
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The 14th, they once more addreffed their fel- 
low citizens, informing them of the reftoratton tq 
our long afflicted city, of as great a degree of health 
as ufually prevails at the fame feafon ; of no new 
cafes of the malignant fever having occurred for 
many days ; of their having reafon to hope that in 
a few days not a veftige of it would remain in the 
city or fuburbs ; of applications for admiflion into 
the hofpital having ceafed j of the expectation of the 
phyficians at the hofpital, that no more than three 
or four would die out of ninety one perfons remain- 
ing there ; of the number of convalefcents increafing 
daily. They at the lame time moft earneilly recom- 
mended that houfes in which the diforder had been, 
Ihould be purified ; and. that the clothing or bed- 
ding of the lick, more efpecially of thole who had 
died of the diforder, mould be waihed, baked, 
buried, or deftroyed. They added, that the abfent 
citizens of Philadelphia, as well as thofe who had 
bufinefs in the city, might fafely come to it, with- 
out fear of the diforder. 

Notwithftanding all thefe cautions, many perfons 
returned from the country, without paying any 
attention to the clean ling of their houfes, thereby 
fporting not only with their own lives, but witli 
the fafety of their fellow citizens. The neglect of 
fome people, in this way, has been fo flagrant, as 
to merit the fevereft punifhment. This dangerous 
nuifance attracted the notice of the committee ; and 
after a conference with the aiiiftant committee, they, 
on the 15th of November, in conjunction with 
them, refolved, that it was highly expedient to have 
all houfes and llores in the city and liberties, where- 
in the malignant fever had prevailed, purified and 
cleanfed as . ipeedily and completely as poflible ; to 
have all thofe well aired, which had been clofed for 
any length of time; to have lime thrown into the 
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privies ; to call in, when the diftricl: fhould be teres 
large for the members to enforce compliance with 
thofe refolves, fuch afliftants as might be neccfiary ; 
and when any perfon, whofe houfe required tc 
cleanfed, and who was able tv) defray the expence 
thereof, ihould refufe or neglect to comply with the 
requifition of the members appointed to carry thofe 
refolves into effect, to report him to the next grand 
jury for the city and county, as {importing a mnfance 
dangerous to the public welfare. The afliftant com- 
mittee undertook to exert themfeives to have thefe 
falutary plans put into execution ; they have gone 
through the city and liberties for the purpofe ; and 
in molt cafes have found a readinefs in the inhabi- 
tants to comply with a requifition of fuch impor- 
tance. 

This was the laft act of the committee that re- 
quires notice. Their bufinefs has fince gone on in 
a regular uniform train, every day like the part. 
They are now fettling their accounts, and are pre- 
paring to furrender up their truft, into the hands 
of a town meeting of their fellow citizens, the 
conftituents by whom they were called into the 
unprecedented office they have filled. To them they 
will give an account of their ftewardfhip, in a time 
of diitrefs, the like of which heaven avert from 
the people of America forever. Doubtlefs, a candid 
conftruction will be put upon their conduct, and it 
will be believed, that they have acted in every 
cafe that came under their cognizance, according 
to the belt of their abilities. 

On the 14th, governor Mifflin publifhcd a pro- 
clamation, announcing, that as it. had pleafed Al- 
mighty God to put an end to the grievous cala- 
mity which recently afflicted the city of Philadelphia, 
it was the duty of all who were truly feniibie of 
the divine mercy, to employ the earliefi moment 1 ; of 
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returning health, in devout cxprcfiions of penit- 
fubmiflion, and gratitude. He therefore appointed 
Thurfday, the 12th of December, as a day of ge- 
neral humiliation, thankfgiving, and prayer, and 
earneftly exhorted and. intreated his fellow citizens 
to abftain, on that day, from all worldly avoca- 
tions, and to unite in confefTing, with contrite 
hearts, their manifold fins and tranfgreflions — in 
acknowledging, with thankful adoration, the 
mercy and goodnefs of the fupreme ruler of the 
univerfe, more efpccially manifeited in our late de- 
liverance ; and in praying, with folemn zeal, that 
the fame mighty power would be gracioufly pleafed 
to inftil into our minds the joift principles of our 
duty to him and to our fellow creatures ; to re- 
gulate and guide all our actions by his holy fpirit ; 
to avert from all mankind the evils of war, pefti- 
lence, and famine ; and to blefs and protect us in 
the enjoyment of civil and religious liberty. 

The 1 3th, the clergy of the city publifhed an ele- 
gant and pathetic addrefs, recommending that the 
day appointed by the governor, fhould be fet apart 
and kept holy to the Lord, not merely as a day of 
thankfgiving, for that, in all appearance, it had 
pleafed him, of his infinite mercy, to flay the rage 
of the late malignant difordcr, (when we had well 
nigh faid, hath God forgot to be gracious ?) — but 
alfo as a day of folemn humiliation and prayer, 
joined with the confeffion of our manifold fins, and 
of our neglect and abule of his former mercies ; 
together with fincere rcfolutions of future amend- 
ment and obedience to his holy will and laws ; with- 
out which our prayers, praiies, and thankfgiving** 
will be in vain. 

1 the ; ffiftant committee paffed feveral 

. judicious and falutary refolves, requiring their 

members in their feveral diitricts through the city 
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and liberties, immediately to infpecr. the condition 
of all taverns, boarqling houfes, and other build- 
ings in which the late contagious diforder is known 
to have been ; to notify the owners or tenants to 
have them purified and cleanfed ; to report the 
names of fuch as fhould refufe compliance, and 
alfo make report of every houfe fliut up, in which 
any perfon is known to have lately fickened or died. 
They cautioned the vendue matters not to fell, and 
the public not to buy any clothes or bedding be- 
longing to perfons lately deceafed, until they know 
that the fame has been fuhiciently purified and 
aired. 



I have not judged it neceiTary to enter into a m> 
nute detail of the buiinefs of the committee from day 
to day. It would afford little gratification to the 
reader. It would be, for feveral weeks, little more 
than a melancholy hiftory of fifteen, twenty, thirty 
applications daily, for coffins and carts to bury the 
dead, who had none to perform that laft office for 
them — or as many applications for the removal of 
the fick to Bum hill. There was little variety. The 
prefent day was as dreary as the paft — and the prof- 
peel of the approaching one was equally gloomy. : 
was the (late of things for a long time. But at length 
brighter profpech dawned. The diforder decreaf- 
ed in violence. The number of the fick diminifhed. 
New cafes became rare. The fpirits of the citizens re- 
vived-and the tide of migration was once more turn- 
ed. A vifible alteration has taken place in the Hate of 
affairs in the city. Our friends return in crouds. 
Every hour, long-abfcnt and welcome faces appear — 
and in many inftances, thofe of perfons, whom 
public fame has buried for weeks paft. The ftores, 
fo long cloicd, are nearly all opened again. Many 
of the country merchants, bolder than others, arc 
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daily venturing in to their old place of iupply. Mar- 
ket-ftreet is as full of waggons as ufual. The cuftom- 
houfe, for weeks nearly deferted by our mercantile 
people, is thronged with citizens entering their 
veflels and goods. The ftrects, too long the abode 
of gloom and defpair, have aflumed the bnftle tint- 
ed to the feafon. Our wharves are filled with 
veflels loading and unloading their refpective car- 
goes. The arrival in the city of our beloved pre- 
sident and feveral of the members of congrefs, gives 
us a flattering- profpect of their next feffion being 
held here. And, in fine, as every thing, in the early 
ftage of the diforder, fcemed calculated to add to 
the general confirmation ; fo now, on the contrary, 
every circumftancc has a tendency to revive the 
courage and hopes of our citizens. But we have to 
lament, that the fame fpirit of exaggeration and 
lying, that prevailed at a former period, and was 
the grand caufc of the harfh meaiures adopted by 
our filler ftates, has not ceafed to operate ; for at 
the prefent moment, when the danger is entirely 
done away, the credulous, of our own citizens frill 
abfent, and of the country people, are ftill alarmed 
with frightful rumours, of the diforder raging with 
as much violence as ever ; of numbers carried off, a 
few hours after their return ; and of new cafes 
daily occurring. To what defign to attribute thefe 
lTiameful tales, 1 know not. Were I to regard them 
in a fpirit of refentment, I mould be inclined to 
charge them to fome fecret, interefted views of their 
authors, intent, if pofiible, to effect the entire de- 
ftrucTion of our city. Bat I will not allow myfelf to 
confider them in this point of light — and will even 
fuppofe they arife from a pronenefs to terrific nar- 
ration, natural to fome men. But they mould con- 
fider, that we are in the fituation of the frogs in 
the fable — while theCe talcs, which make the hair 
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of the country people ftand on end, are fport to the 
fabricators, they are death to us. And I here affert, 
and defy contradiction, tHat of the whole number 
of our fugitive citizens, who have already return- 
ed, amounting to fome thoufands, not above two 
perfons are dead — and thefe owe their fate to the 
moft fliameful neglect of airing and cleanfmg their 
houfes, notwithstanding the various cautions pub- 
liflied by the committee. If people will venture into 
houfes in which infected air has been pent up for 
weeks together, without any purification, We can- 
not be furprized at the confequences, however fatal 
they may be. But let not the cataftrophe of a few 
incautious perfons operate to bring difcredit on a 
city containing above fifty thoufand people. 

CHAP. X. Extravagant letters from Philadelphia* 
Credulity put to the tejl. 

THAT I might not interrupt the chain of event? 
in Philadelphia, I have deferred, till now, 
giving an account of the proceedings in the feveraJ 
ftates refpecting the diforder. As an introduction 
thereto, I ihall prefix a fhort chapter refpecttng 
thofe letters, which excited the terror of our neigh- 
bours, and impelled them to more fevere meafures 
than they would otherwife have adopted. 

Great a-> was the calamity of Philadelphia, it was 
magnified in the moil: extraordinary manner. The 
hundred tongues of rumour were never more nic- 
cefsfuily employed, than on this melancholy occa- 
fion. The terror of the inhabitants of all the neigh- 
bouring ftates was excited by letters from this 
city, diftributed by every mail, many of which 
told tales of woe, whereof hardly a fmgle circum- 
ftance was true, but which were every where re- 
ceived with implicit faith. The diftreues of the city, 

H 
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and the fatality of the diforder, were exaggerated 
as it were to fee how far credulity could be carried. 
The plague of London was, according to rumour, 
hardly more fatal than our yellow fever. Our citi- 
zens died fo faft, that there was hardly enough of 
people to bury them. Ten, or fifteen, or more, were 
laid to be caft into one hole together, like fo many 
dead beafts*. One man, whofe feelings were fo com- 
pofed, as to be facetious on the fubjecl:, acquainted 
a correfpondent, in New York, that the only bufi- 
nefs carrying on, was grave digging, or rather pit 
digging^. And at a time when the deaths did not 
exceed from forty to fifty daily, many men had the 
modefty to write, and others, throughout the conti-

" Half the inhabi rants of this city have already fled to

"the moft accurate obfervarions I can make upon matters,] 
** think I fpeak. within bounds, when 1 fay, eighteen hun- 
" dred perfonshave periflied (I do i;ol (ay all of the yellow 
« fever) (ince its firft appearance." 
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jicnt, die credulity to believe, that we buried from 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty?. Thoufands 
were fwept off in three or four weeksf . And the 
nature and danger of the diforder, were as much 
mifreprefented, as the number of the dead. It was 
faid, in defiance of every day's experience, to be as 
inevitable by all expofed to the contagion, as the 
ftroke of fate. 

The credulity of fome, thepronenefs to exaggera- 
tion of others, and I am forry, extremely fqrry to

" It is now a very mortal time in this city. The yellow fever 
"hath killed fame thoufands of the inhabitants. Eight thoft- 
" fand mechanics, befules other people, have left the town. 
" Every mailer in the city, of our branch of bufinefs, is 
" gone." The "fome thoufands" that were killed at that time, 
did not amount to three hundred. The authentic infor- 
mation in this letter, was circulated in every ftate in the 
union, by the news papers. From the date, I fufpect this 
letter to have been the occafion of the Cheftcrfown refolve,s, 
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believe, the interefted views of a few*, will acqotml 
for thele letters. 

CHAP. XI. Proceedings at Chejlcrtoivn — At New 
2 'rife — At Trent 07t and Lamberton — At Baltimore. 

THE effects produced by thofe tales, v 
fuch as might be reafonably expected. The 
Xonflernation fpread though the feveral flates like 
wild-fire. The firft public act that took place on the 
fubjeft, as far as I can learn, was- at' Cheftertbwn, 
in Maryland. At this place, a meeting was" held on 
the icth of September, and feveral refolves enter- 
ed into, which, after fpecifying that the diibrder 
had extended to Trenton, Princeton, Woodbridge, 
and Elizabeth-town,' on the poll' road to New 
York, directed, that notice mould be lent to the 
owners of the ftages not to allow them to pafs 
through the town, while there mould be reafon 
to expect danger 'therefrom ; that a committee of 
health and inflection 'fhould be appointed, to 
provide for the relief of fuch poor inhabitants a:, 
might take the diforder, and likewife for fuch 
ftrangers as might- be infected with it. In confe- 
quence of thefe refolves, the Eaftcrn fhore 
line of itages was ftopt in the courfc of a few 
days afterwards. 

The alarm in New York was firft officially 
announced by a letter from the mayor to the 
practifmg phyficians, dated Sept. u, in which he

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requefted them to report to him in writing the 
names of all inch perfons as had arrived, or 
mould arrive from Philadelphia, or any other place, 
by land or water, and were or fliould be hck ; that 
inch as ihould be deemed fubjects of infectious 
difea r es, might be removed out of the city. He 
notified them, that the corporation had taken 
meafures to provide a proper place for an hol- 
pital, for fuch perfons as might unhappily become 
iubjecls of the fever in New York. In this letter 
the mayor declared his opinion clearly, that the in- 
tercourfe with Philadelphia, could not be lawfully 
interrupted by any power in the ftate. The 12th 
appeared a proclamation from governor Clinton, 
which, referring to the u act to prevent the 
'*•* bringing in, and fpreading of infectious difor- 
" ders," prohibited, in the- terms of that act, all 
vefTels from Philadelphia, to approach nearer to 
the city of New York, than Bedlow's ifland, about 
two miles diftant, till duly difcharged. The filencc 
of this proclamation, refpecting pafTengers by 
land, feemed to imply that the governor's opinion 
on the fubject, was the fame as that of the mayor, 
■ The fame day', at a meeting of the citizens, the 
neceffity of taking fome precautions was unani- 
mouiiy agreed upon, and a committee of feven 
appointed to report a plan to a meeting to be 
held next day. Their report, which was unani- 
moufly agreed to, the 13th, recommended to 
hire two phyficians, to aflift the phyiician of 
the port in his examination of vcffels ; to check, 
as much as poflible, the intercourfe by ftages ; to 
acquaint the proprietors of the fouthern ilages, 
that it was the earneft wlfli 01 the inhabitants, 
that their carriages and boats mould not pais during 
the prevalence of the diforder in Philadelphia ; and 
to requcft the practitioners of phyfic 'to report, 
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without fail, every cafe of fever, to which they 
might be called, occurring in any perfons thai: 
had or might arrive from Philadelphia, or have 
intercourfe with them. Not fatisfied with thefe 
meafures, the corporation, on the 1 7th, came to a 
refolution to flop all intercourfe between the 
two cities ; and for this purpofe guards were 
placed at the different landings, with orders to 
fend back every perfon coming from Philadelphia ; 
and if any were difcovered to have arrived 
after that date, they were to be directly fent 
back. All perfons taking in lodgers, were called up- 
on to give information of all people of the above 
defcription, under pain of being profecuted accor- 
ding to law. All good citizens were required to 
give information to the mayor, or any member 
of the committee, of any breach in the premifes. 

Thefe ftricl precautions being eluded by the 
fears and the vigilance of the fugitives from Phila- 
delphia, on the 23d there was a meeting held, of 
delegates from the feveral' wards of the city, in or- 
der to adopt more efFecfcual meafures. At this meet- 
ing, it was refolved to eftablifh a night watch cf 
not lefs than ten citizens in each ward, to guard 
againft fuch as might efcape them by day. Not yet 
eafed of their fears, they next day publifhed an ad- 
drefs, in which they mentioned, that notwithftand- 
ing their utmoft vigilance, many perfons had been 
clandefrinely landed upou the mores of New York 
ifland. They therefore again called upon their fel- 
low citizens to be cautious how they received flran- 
.2;ers into their houfes ; not to fail to report all fuch 
1 the mayor immediately upon their arrival ; to 
remember the importance of the occafion ; and to 
confider what reply they fhoukl make to the juft 
refentment of their fellow citizens, whofe lives they 
might exj;ofe by a criminal neglect, or infidelity. 
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They likewife declared their expectation, that thofe 
who kept the different ferries on the fliores of 
New Jerfey and Staten ifland, would pay fuch at- 
tention to their addrefs, as not to tranfport any 
pe-rfon but to the public landings, and that in the 
day time, between fun and fun. The 30th they 
publilhed a lengthy addrefs, recapitulating the vari- 
ous precautions they had taken — the nature of the 
diforder — and the numbers who- had died out of 
Philadelphia, without communicating it to any 
one.. They at the fame time refolved, that goods, 
bedding, and clothing, packed up in Philadel- 
phia, mould, previous to their being brought in- 
to New York, be unpacked and expofed to the 
open air in fome well-ventilated place, for at leaft 
48 hours ; that all linen or cotton clothes, orbed- 
ding, which had been ufed, fhould be well warned 
in fever al waters ; and afterwards, that the whole, 
both fuch as had been, and fuch as had not been 
ufed, ihould be hung up in a clofe room, and 
well fmoked with the fumes of brimftone for one 
day, and after that again expofed for at leaft twen- 
ty four hours to the open air ; and that the boxes, 
trunks, or chefts, in which they had been packed* 
ihould be cleaned and aired in the fame manner \ 
after which, being repacked, and fuch evidence giv- 
en of their purification, as the committee mould re- 
quire, permiffion might be had to bring them into 
the city. 

The nth of October, they likewife refolved, 
that they would confider and publiih to the world, 
as enemies to the welfare of the city, and the lives 
of its inhabitants, all thofe who mould be fo feliifli 
and hardy, as to attempt to introtroduce any 
goods, wares, merchandize, bedding, baggage, 
&c. imported from, or packed up in Philadelphia , 
contrary to the rules prefcribed by that body, wkp 
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were, they laid, deputed to cxprefs the will 01 
their fellow citizens. They recommended to the 
inhabitants to withstand any temptation of profit, 
which might attend thepurchafe of goods in Phi- 
ladelphia, as no emolument to an individual, they 
added, could warrant the hazard to which 1 
conduct might expofe the city. Beiides all theie 
refolves, they published daily ftatements of the 
health of the city, to allay the fears of their feliow 
citizens. 

On the 14th of November, the committee rc- 
folved, that pafiengers coming from Philadelphia 
to New York, might be admitted, in future, to- 
gether with their wearing apparel, without any 
restriction as to time, until further orders from the 
committee. 

The 20th, they declared that they were happy to 
announce to their fellow citizens, that health was 
reftorcd to Philadelphia ; but that real danger was 
ftill to be apprehended from the bedding and 
clothing of thofe who had been ill of the malignant 
fever ; and that they had received fatisfactory infor- 
mation, that attempts had been made to Ihip on 
freight coniklerable quantities of beds and b 
ding from Philadelphia for their city. They there- 
fore refolved that it was inexpedient, to admit the 
introduction of beds or bedding of any kind, or 
feathers in bags, or otherwife ; alfo, fecond hand 
wearing apparel of every fpecies, coming from 
places infected with the yellow fever ; and that 
whoever mould attempt fo high-handed an offence, 
as to bring them in, and endanger the lives and 
health of the inhabitants, would juftly merit their 
refentment and indignation. 

The inhabitants of Trenton and Lamberton af- 
fociated on the 13th of September, and on the 
17th palled feveral refolutions to guard themft 
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againft the contagion. They refolved that a total 
flop ihould be put to the landing of all perfons 
from Philadelphia, at any ferry or place from 
Lamberton to Howell's ferry, four miles above 
Trenton ; that the intercourfe by water Ihould be 
prohibited between Lamberton, or the head of tide 
water, and Philadelphia ; and that all boats from 
Philadelphia, Ihould be prevented from landing 
cither goods or paffengers any where between Bor- 
dentoWn and the head of tide water ; that no perfon 
whatever ihould be permitted to come from Phi- 
ladelphia, or Kenflngton, while the fever continu- 
ed ; that all perfons who mould go from within 
the limits of the aiTociation, to either of thofe pla- 
ces, ihould be prevented from returning during 
the continuance of the fever ; and finally, that their 
Handing committee mould enquire whether any 
perfons, not inhabitants, who had lately come 
from places infected, and were therefore likely "to 
be infected themfelves, were within the limits of 
the aiTociation, and if fo, that they ihould be oblig- 
ed inftantly to leave the faid limits. 
. The 1 2th of September, the governor of Mary-' 
land publifhed a proclamation, fubjecting all veiTels 
from Philadelphia to the performance of a qua- 
rantine, not exceeding forty days, or as much lefs 
as might be judged fafe by the health officers. It 
farther ordered, that all perfons going to Bal- 
timore, to Havre de Grace, to the head of Elk, 
or, by any other route, making their way into that 
ftate from Philadelphia, or any other place known 
to be infected with the malignant fever, ihould 
be fubject to be examined, and prevented from 
proceeding, by perfons to be appointed for that 
purpofe, and who were to take the advice and 
opinion of the medical faculty in every cafe, in or- 
der that private affairs and purfuits might not be 

I 
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unncceflarily impeded. This proclamation appoint- 
ed two health ofticers for Baltimore. 

The people of Baltimore met the 13th of Sep- 
tember, and refolyed that none of their citizens 
mould receive into their houfes any perfons com- 
ing from Philadelphia, or other infected place, 
without producing a certificate from the health 
officer, or officer of patrole ; and that ar.y perion 
who violated that refolve, mould be held up to 
public view, as a proper object for the refentment 
of the town. The t4th, a party of militia was dif- 
patched to take poffeffion of a pafs on the Phila- 
delphia road, about two miles from Baltimore, to 
prevent the entrance of any paflengers from Phi- 
ladelphia without licenfe. Dr. Worthington, the 
health officer ftationcd at this pafs, was directed to 
refufe permiffion to perfons afflicted with any 
malignant complaint, or who had not been abfent 
from Philadelphia, or other infected place, at leaft 
feven days. The weftern fhore line of Philadelphia 
flages was flopped about the iutli or 19th. 

The 30th, the committee of health refolved that 
no inhabitant of Baltimore, who mould vifit per- 
fons from Philadelphia, while performing quaran- 
tine, mould be permitted to enter the town, until 
the time of quarantine was expired, and until it 
was certainly known that the perfons he had vifited 
were free from the infection -, and that thencefor- 
ward no goods capable of conveying infection, that 
had been landed or packed up in Philadelphia, or 
other infected place, mould be permitted to enter 
the town — nor mould any baggage of travellers 
be admitted, until it had been expofed to the open 
air fuch length of time as the health officer might 
direct. 
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CHAP. XII. Proceedings at Havre de Grace — At 
Ha%er t 'iown—^At Alexandria — At Winchcjier — At 
Bo/ion — At Newburyport — In Rhode IJland — At 
Nszvkrn — At Charlejton — In Georgia.— Faffing and 
prajcr. 

T2cth of September, the inhabitants of 
Havre de Grace refoived that no perfon mould 
be :iK)vVju tocrofsthe Sufquehannah river at that 
town, who did not bring a certificate of his not 
Living lately come from Philadelphia, or any other 
infeebd place ; and that the citizens of Havre 
woaid embody themfelves to prevent any one from 
croilmg without fuch a certificate. 

At Hageritown, on the 3d of October, it was 
refolved, that no citizen fhould receive into his 
boufe any perfon coming from Philadelphia, fap- 
poled to be infected with the malignant fever, 
until he or me produced a certificate from a health 
officer ; that mould any citizen contravene the 
above refolution, he fhould be profcribed from all 
fociety with his fellow citizens ; that the clothino- 
fent to the troops then in that town, mould not be 
received there, nor fullered to come within feven 
miles thereof; that if any perfon from Philadel- 
phia, or other infected place, fhould arrive there, 
he fhould be required inftantly to depart, and in 
cafe of refufal or neglect, be compelled to go with- 
out delay; that no merchant, or other perfon, fhould 
be permitted to bring into the town, or open 
therein, any goods brought from Philadelphia, or 
other infected place, until permitted by their com- 
mittee ; and that the citizens of the town, and its 
vicinity, fhould enrol themfelves as a guard, and 
patrole fuch roads and paffes as the committee 
mould direct. 

The governor of Virginia, on the 17th of Sep-

tember, iffued a proclamation, ordering all v< 
from Philadelphia, the Grenades, and the iiland of 
Tobago, to perform a quarantine of twenty days, 
at the° anchorage. ground, oft" Craney ifland, near 
the mouth of Elizabeth river. 

The corporation of Alexandria itationed a look- 
out boat, to prevent all veffels bound to that port, 
from approaching nearer than one mile, until after 
examination by the health oflicer. 

The people of Winchefter placed guards at every 
avenue of the town leading from the Patomac, to 
flop all fuipected perlbns, packages, &c. coming 
from Philadelphia, till the health officers ihould 
infpecl them, and either forbid or allow them to 
pais. 

The lcgiflature of Maffachufetts happened to be 
actually in feflion, at the time the alarm fpread j 
and they accordingly paffed an exprefs act for guard- 
ing againft the impending danger. This act directed 
that the ielectmen in the different towns ihould 
be authorifed to flop and examine any perfons, 
baggage, merchandize, or effects, coming, or fuppof-. 
ed to be coming into the towns refpectively, from 
Philadelphia, or other place infected, or fuppoied 
to be infected ; and ihould it appear to them, or 
to any officers whom they ihould appoint, that any 
danger of infection was to be apprehended from 
fuch perfons, effects, baggage, or merchandize, 
they were authorifed to detain or remove the 
fame to fuch place as they might fee proper, in 
order that they might be purified from infection ; 
or to place any perfons fo coming, in fuch places, 
and under fuch regulations as they might judge 
ncceffary for the public fafety. In puriuance of this 
act, the governor iffued a proclamation to carry it 
into effect, the 21ft of September. 

The felectmen of Boiton, on the 24th, publiftu 
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cd their regulations of quarantine, which ordered, 
that on the arrival of. any veflel from Philadelphia, 
fhe fhould be detained at, or near Rainsford's 
Illand, to perform a quarantine not exceeding thir- 
ty days, during which time fhe mould be cleanfed 
with vinegar, and the explofion of gunpowder 
between the decks and in the cabin, even though 
there were no lick perfons on board ; that in cafe 
there were, they fhould be removed to an hofpital, 
where they fhould be detained till they recovered, 
or were long enough to afcertain that they had 
not the infection ; that every veflel, performing 
quarantine, mould be deprived of its boat, and no 
boat fuffered to approach it, but by fpecial per- 
million ; that if any perfon fhould efcape, he mould 
be inftantly advertifed, in order that he might be 
apprehended; that any perfons coming by land 
from Philadelphia, fhould not be allowed to enter- 
Bolton, until twenty one days after their arrival, 
and their effects, baggage, and merchandize fhould 
be opened, warned, and fumigated with vinegar 
and repeated explofions of gunpowder. In the con- 
clufion, the felectmen called upon the inhabitants 
* to ufe their utmolt vigilance and activity to bring 
to condign punifhment any perfon who fhould be 
fo daring and loft to every idea of humanity, as 
to come into the town from any place fuppofed 
to be infected, thereby endangering the lives of 
his fellow men." 

The 23d of September, the felectmen of New- 
bury port notified the pilots not to bring any vef- 
fels from Philadelphia, higher up Merrimack ri- 
ver, than the black rocks, until they fhould be ex- 
amined by the health officer, and a certificate be 
obtained from him, of their being free from infec- 
tion. 

The governor of Rhode IHand, the 2 if; of Sep- 
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tember, iffued a proclamation, directing the town 
councils and other officers, to ufe their utn eft 
vigilance to caufe the law to prevent the fpreading 
of contagious diforders to be moft ftrictly executed, 
more efpecially with refpect to all veflels which 
fhould arrive in that ftate, from the Weft Indies, 
Philadelphia, and New-York ; the extenfion to the 
latter place was owing to the danger apprehended 
from the intercourfe between it and Philadelphia. 

The 28th of September, the governor of North 
Carolina publifhed his proclamation, requiring the 
commiffioners of navigation in the different ports, 
and the commiflioners of the different towns in the 
faid ftate, to appoint certain places, where all veflels 
from the port of Philadelphia, or any other place 
where the malignant fever might prevail, fhould 
perform quarantine for fuch number of days as 
they might think proper. 

The commiflioners of Newbern, on the 30th of 
September, ordered that until full liberty fhould be 
given, veflels arriving from Philadelphia, or any 
other place in which an infectious diforder might be, 
fhould, under a penalty of five hundred pounds, 
flop and come to anchor at leaft one mile below the 
town, and there remain and perform a quarantine 
for at leaft ten days, unlefs they fliould produce from 
the infpectors appointed for the purpofe, a certificate 
that in their opinion the veflels might, with fafety 
to the inhabitants, proceed to the town or harbour, 
and there land their paffengers or cargo. The i8lh 
of October, they ordered, that if any free man 
fliould go on board any veffel from Philadelphia, 
&c. or fhould bring from on board fuch veffel, any 
goods or merchandize, before fhe was permitted ro 
land her cargo or paffengers, he fhould, for every 
offence, forfeit five pounds ; and if any flave mould 
offend as above, he fhould be liable to be whipped 
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not exceeding fifty lames, and his matter to pay five 
pounds. 

The governor of S. Carolina, publifhed a procla- 
mation, fubjecting Philadelphia veffels to quarantine, 
the date of which I cannot afcertain. The inhabitants 
of Charlefton, on the 8th of October, had a meet- 
ing, at which they refolved, that no veffel from the 
river Delaware, either directly or after having 
touched at any other port of the united itates, mould 
be permitted to pafs Charlefton bar, till the citizens 
have again affembled, and declared themfelves fatis- 
fied that the diforder has ceafed in Philadelphia. If 
any veffel, contrary thereto, mould crofs the bar, 
the governor fhould be requefted to compel it to 
quit the port, and return to fea. 

The governor of Georgia, on the 4th of October, 
publifhed a proclamation, ordering all veffels from 
Philadelphia, which fhould arrive in Savannah river, 
to remain in Tybee creek, or in other parts at like 
diftance from the town, until the health officer of 
the port fhould, on examination, certify, that no 
malignant or contagious difeafe was on board. All 
perfons contravening this proclamation, were to be 
profecuted, and fubjecled to the pains and penalties 
by law poii ted out. 

The people of Augufta, in that ftate, were as 
active and vigilant as their northern neighbours, to 
guard againft the threatening danger. 

The inhabitants of Reading, in this ftate, had a 
meeting the 24th of September, and paffed fundry 
refolutions, viz. that no dry goods fhould be im- 
ported into that borough, from Philadelphia, or 
any other place infected with a malignant fever, 
until the expiration of one month from that date, 
unlefs permiffion was had from the inhabitants con- 
vened at a town meeting ; that no perfons from Phi- 
ladelphia, or any other infected place, fhould be al- 
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lowed to enter, until they mould have under- 
the examination of a phyfician, and obtained his 
opinion of their being free from infection ; that no 
ftage-waggon mould be permitted to bring paflengers 
from Philadelphia, or other place Infected, into the 
borough ; and that all communication, by flages, 
fhould be difcontinued for one month, unlefs 
fooner permitted by the inhabitants. 

At Bethlehem, a meeting was held on the 26th 
of September, at which it was refolved, that per- 
fons from Philadelphia, mould perform a quaran- 
tine of twelve days, before they mould enter the 
town. A fimilar refolvC was foon after entered into 
at Nazareth. But at neither place was it obferved 
with any ftrictnefs. No guard M^as appointed. And 
the affertion of any decent traveller, apparently in 
health, with refpect to the time of his abfence from 
Philadelphia, was confidered as fiuTicient to be relied 
on, without reforting to formal proof. 

The calamity of Philadelphia, while it roufed the 
circumfpection of the timid in various places, ex- 
cited the pious to offer up their prayers to Almighty 
God for our relief, comfort, and fupport. Various 
days were appointed for humiliation, failing, and 
prayer, for this purpofe. In New York, the 20th 
of September ; in Bofton, September 26th ; in Al- 
bany, the 1 ft of October ; in Baltimore the 3d ; in 
Richmond, the 9th ; in Providence, the fame day ; 
the fynod of Philadelphia fixed en the 24th of Octo- 
ber ; the proteftant epifcopal churches in Virginia, 
November 6 ; the Dutch fynod of New York, No- 
vember 1 3 ; the fynod of New York and New Jer- 
fey, November 20. At Hartford, daily prayers 
were offered up for our relief for fome time. 
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C H A P. XIII. Conflicl between the law of f elf pre- 
fervation and the law of charity. The law of charity 
victorious. 

WHILE our citizens were profcribed in 
feveral cities and towns — hunted up like 
felons in foine — and debarred admittance and 
turned back in others, whether found or infected 
— it is with extreme fatisfadion I have to record a 
conduct totally different, which cannot fail to 
make an indelible impreffton on the minds of the 
people of Philadelphia, and call forth ill moft 
lively emotions of gratitude. 

At Woodbury, in New Jerfey, at an early period 
of the diforder, a meeting was held for the pur- 
pofe of determining on what fteps were requifitc 
to be taken. A motion was made to ftop all inter- 
courfe with Philadelphia. But, only four perfons 
having rifen to fupport it, it dropped, and our ci- 
tizens were allowed free entrance. 

A refpectable number of the inhabitants of 
Springfield, in New Jerfey, met the firft day of 
October, and after a full confideration of the diitref- 
fes of 'our citizens, palled a refolve, offering their 
town as an afylum to the people flying from Phila- 
delphia, and directing their committee to provide 
a fuitable place as an hofpital for the fick. The rev. 
Jacob V. Artsdalen, Matthias Meeker, and Matthias 
Denman, took the lead in this honourable bufinefs. 

I have been informed, by a pcrfon of credit, 
that the inhabitants of Elizabeth town have pur- 
fucd the fame liberal plan, as thofe of Spring- 
field ; but have not been able to procure a copy of 
their refolves or proceedings on the fubject. 

At Cheftertown, in Maryland, a place was ap- 
pointed, at a diftance from the town, for the re- 
ception of fuch travellers and others, as might have 

K 
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Hie diibrder. It was provided with every neceffary 
—and a phyfician engaged to attend the fick. 

An afylum has likewife been offered to Philadel- 
phians, by feveral of the inhabitants of Elkton, in 
Maryland ; and the offer was couched in terms of 
the utmoft fympathy for our fufferings. A place 
on the fame plan as that at Chefter, was fitted up 
near the town. 

At Eafton, in Pennfylvania, the only precaution 
obferved, was, to direct, the emigrants from 
Philadelphia, to abftain for a week from intercourfc 
with the inhabitants. 

The people of Wilmington have acted in the moll 
friendly manner towards our diftreffed citizens. 
At firft they were a little feared, and refolved on 
the eftablifliment of a quarantine and guards. But 
they immediately dropped thefe precautions, and 
received the people from Philadelphia with the 
moft perfect freedom. They erected an hofpital for 
the reception of our infected citizens, which they 
fupplied with neceffaries. Yet of eight or ten per- 
fons from Philadelphia, who died in that town of 
the malignant fever, only one was fent to the hof- 
pital. The others were nurfed and attended in the 
houfes where they fell fick. Humane, tender, and 
friendly, as were the worthy inhabitants of Wil- 
mington in general, two characters have diftinguifh- 
ed themfelves in fuch a very extraordinary manner, 
as to deferve particular notice. Thefe are doctor Way, 
and major Bufh, whofe houfes were always open 
to the fugitives from Philadelphia, whom they re- 
ceived without the fmalleft apprchenfion, and treated 
with a degree of genuine hofpitality, that reflects the 
higheft honour on them. 

The inftances of this kind, through this exten- 
five country, have been very few ; but they are 
therefore only the more precious, and ought 



to be held up to public approbation. May they 
operate on people, at a future day, in fimilar 
cafes of dreadful calamity, and teach them to 
temper their caution with as much humanity and 
tendernefs to the diftreffed fugitives, as prudence 
will allow — and not involve in one indifcriminate 
profcription the healthy and infected. 

CHAP. XIV. Diforder fatal to the dottors — to the 
clergy — to drunkards — to jilles de joie — to maidfer- 
vants — to the poo? — and in clofejlreets. — Lefs dejtruc- 
the to the French — and to the negroes. 

RARELY has it happened, that fo large a pro- 
portion of the gentlemen of the faculty have 
funk beneath the labours of their very dangerous 
profeffion, as on this oecafion. In little more than a 
month, exclufive of medical fludents, no lefs than, 
ten phyficians have been fwept off, doctors Hutchin- 
fon, Morris, Linn, Pennington, Dodds, Johnfon, 
Glentworth, Phile, Graham, and Green. Hardly 
one of the practifing doctors that remained in the 
city, efcaped ficknefs — fome were three, four, and 
five times confined. 

To the clergy it has likewife proved very fatal. 
Expofed, in the exercife of the laft duties to the 
dying, to equal danger with the phyficians, it is 
not furprifing that fo many of them have fallen. 
Their names are, the rev. Alexander Murry, of 
the proteftant epifcopal church — the rev. F. A. 
Fleming and the rev. Laurence Graefsl of the 
Pvoman catholic — the rev. John Winkhaufe, of 
the German reformed — the rev. James Sproat, of 
the prefbyterian — the rev. William Dougherty, 
of the methodift church — and likewife four noted 
preachers of the Friends fociety, Daniel Offiey, Hu- 
fon Langftroth, Michael Minier, and Charles Wit- 



Hams. Seven clergymen have been in the 
danger from this diibrder, the rev. R. BlackwdL 
rev. Jofeph Pilmore, rev. William Rogers, rev. 
Chriftopher V. Keating, rev. Frederic Schmidt . 
rev. Jofeph Turner, and the rev. Robert Annan ; 
but they have all recovered. 

Among the women, the mortality has not by any 
means been fo great, as among the men*, nor 
among the old and infirm as among the middle-aged 
and robuft. 

To tipplers and drunkards, and to men who In ed 
high, and were of a corpulent habit of body, this 
diibrder was very fatal. Of thefe, many were 
feized, and the recoveries were very rare. 

To the Ji/ks de joie it has been equajly fatal. The 
wretched debilitated ftate of their conilitutions, 
rendered them an eafy prey to this -dreadful difor- 
der, which very foon terminated- their mifcrablt 
career. 

To hired fervant maids it has been very deftruc- 
tive. Numbers of them fled away— of thofe who 
remained, very many fell, who had behaved with 
an extraordinary degree of fidelity. 

It has been dreadfully definitive among the 
poor. It is very probable, that at leaft °feven 
eighths of the number of the dead, were of that 
clals. The inhabitants of dirty houfes have ie- 
verely expiated their neglect of cleanlinefs and de- 
cency, by the numbers of them that have fallen 
facrihces. Whole ■ families in fuch houfes have 
funk into one filent, undiitinguilhing grave. 

The mortality in confined ftreets,°fmall allies, 
and clofe houfes, debarred of a free circulation 
of air, has exceeded, in a great proportion, that in

the large ftreets and well-aired houfes. In fome of 
the allies, a third or fourth of the whole of the in- 
habitants are no more. In 30 houfes, the whole 
number in Pewter Platter alley, 32 people died : 
and in Markct-ftreet, in 170 houfes, only 39. The 
ftreets in the fuburbs that had the benefit of the 
country air, efpecially towards the weft part of the 
city, have differed little. Of the wide, airy ftreets, 
none loft fo many people as Arch, near Water- 
ftreet, which may be accounted for by its proximity 
to the original feat of the diforder. It is to be parti'- 
cularly remarked, that in general, the more re- 
mote the ftreets were from Water ftreet, the lefs 
they experienced of the calamity. 

From the effects of this diforder, the French fet- 
tled in Philadelphia, have been in a very remarka- 
ble degree exempt. To what this may be owing, is 
a fubject deferring particular inveftigation*.°By 
fome it has been afcribed to their defpifmg the 
danger But, though this may have Lad fome 
effect, it will not certainly account for it altoge- 
ther ; as it is well known that many of the 
moft courageous perfons in Philadelphia, have been 
among its victims. By many of the French, the 
prevalence of the diforder has been attributed 
to the vaft quantities of crude, and unwhole- 
fome fruits brought to our markets, and con- 
fumed by all dalles of people. 

When the yellow fever prevailed in South Caro- 
lina, the negroes, according to that accurate ob- 
fcrven, dr. Lining, were wholly free from if. 
■ There h fomething very lingular in the con- 

* The frequent u r e the French mr.ke of lavements, at all 
ti »•«, may probably account for their efcaping fo very gene- 
ral ly as they did. Thefe purify rlie towels, help ro (fife-barge 
the toul matter, and remove coftivenefs, which is one of the 
molt certain fupport* of this and other disorders. 



" ftitution of the negroes," fays he, which renders 
" them not liable to this fever ; for though many of 
u them were as much expofed as the nurfesto this 
" infection ; yet I never knew one inflance of this 
u fever among them, though they are equally fub- 
(i ject with the white people to the bilious fever*." 
The fame idea prevailed for a conliderable time 
in Philadelphia ; but it was erroneous. They did 
not efcape the diforder ; however, the number of 
them that were feized with it, was not great; and, 
as I am informed by an eminent doctor, u it 
" yielded to the power of medicine in them more 
" eafily than in the whites." The error that pre- 
vailed on this fubject had a very falutary effect. ; for 
at an early period of the diforder, hardly any 
white nurfes could be procured ; and had the ne- 
groes been equally terrified, the fufferings of the 
fick, great as they actually were, would have been 
exceedingly aggravated. At the period alluded to, 
the elders of the African church met, and offer- 
ed their fcrvices to the mayor, to procure nurfes 
for the fick, and to aflift in burying the dead. 
Their offers were accepted ; and Abfalom Jones 
and Richard Allen undertook the former depart- 
ment, that of furnifhing nurfes, and William Gray, 
the latter— the interment of the dead. The great 
demand for nurfes afforded an opportunity for im- 
pofition, which was eagerly feized by fome of the 
vileft of the blacks. They extorted two, three, four, 
and even five dollars a night for attendance, which 
would have been well paid by a fingle dollar. Some 
of them were even detected in plundering the 
houfes of the fick. But it is wrong to caft a cen- 
fure on the whole for this fort of conduct, as many 
people have done. The fervices of Jones, Allen,

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and Gray, and others of their colour, have been 
very great, and demand public gratitude. 

On examining the books of the hofpital at 
Bufhhill, it appears that there were above fifteen 
blacks received there, of whom three fourths died. 
There may have been more, as the examination 
was made very curforily. 

CHAP. XIV. State of the weather. Attempt to re- 
fute the opinion that cold and rain extinguijhed the dif- 
crder. Average table of mortality. 

THE weather, the whole of the months of Au- 
guft and September, and moft part of Octo- 
ber, was remarkably dry and fultry. Rain appear- 
ed as if entirely at an end. Various indications, 
which in hardly any former inftance had ever failed 
to produce wet weather, difappointed the expecta- 
tions, the wifhes, and the prayers of the citizens. 
The diforder raged with increafed violence as the 
feafon advanced towards the fall months. The 
mortality was much greater in September, than in 
Auguft — and ftill greater in the beginning and till 
the middle of October, than in September. It very 
particularly merits attention, that though all the 
hopes of the inhabitants relied on cold and rain, 
efpecially the latter, yet the diforder died away 
with hardly any rain, and a very moderate degree 
of cold. Its virulence may be faid to have expired 
on the 23d, 24th, 25th, and 26th. The fucceeding 
deaths were moftly of thofe long fick. Few perfons 
took the diforder afterwards. Thofe days were 
nearly as warm as many of the moft fatal ones, in the 
middle ft age of the complaint, the thermometer be- 
ing at 60, 59, 71, and 72. To account for this fa- 
tisfactorily is above our feeble powers. In fact, the 
whole of the diforder, from its firft appearance to 
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its final clofe, has fet human wifdom and calcula- 
tion at a defiance. 

The idea held up in the preceding paragraph, has 
been controverted by many ; and as the extinction 
of malignant disorders, generated in fummer or 
fall, has been universally afcribcd to the fevere 
cold and heavy rains of winter, it is aifcrted that 
ours mull have fhared the fame fate. It therefore 
becomes necenary to ftate the ground of the con- 
trary opinion. 

The extinction of thefe diforders, according to 
the generally received idea on this fubj eel, arifesfrom 
cold, or rain, or both together. If from the former, 
how fhall we account for a greater mortality in Sep- 
tember, than in Au.gufr, whereas the degree of heat 
was considerably abated ? How fhall we account for a 
greater mortality in the firft part of October than 
in September, although the heat was Hill abating ? 
If rain be the efficient caufe of arrefting the difor- 
der, as is fuppofed by thofe who attribute its de- 
clenfion to the rain on the evening of the 15th 
of October, how mail we account for the ineihea- 
cy of the inceffant rain on the terrible twelfth of 
October, when one hundred and eleven fouls were 
fummoned out of this world, and a hundred and 
four the day following ? To make the matter more 
plain, I requeft the reader's attention to the fol-

An examination of this table, by any man un- 
biased by the received opinion, will, I think, con- 
vince him of the juftice of the hypothefis which I 
have advanced — that the increafe or abatement of 
the violence of the diforder, depended on other 
caufes than the degrees of heat, cold, rain, or dry 
weather. Here is the molt palpable proof. The ave- 
rage of the thermometer, the four firft quoted days, 
was j $° — the average of the deaths 6$. 5 — the 
fecondfour days, the thermometer averaged 70.25, 
although the frightful average of deaths was, 
106.75. — and the- laft four days, the thermometer 
averaged 65.5, whereas the deaths were only 37.5. 
To facilitate the companion, I fubjoin an abitract of 
the preceding ftatement.

T hits, thofe days on which the mortality was at 
its higheft ftage, were five degrees colder than thofe 
when the deaths were reduced to five eighths. And 
the difference of five degrees between the fecond 
and the third four days, will not be pretended to 
account for a decreafe of very nearly two thirds, 
fo try the fyft'em of heat, cold, and rain, fUll fur- 
ther, let us examine the four laft days of Auguft. 
On thofe days, the thermometer averaged 79.5 jj 
yet the deaths were only 20.75.

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I here annex the weekly average of the thermo- 
meter, and of the deaths, from the firft of Auguft 
to the 7th of November, for the reader's infpec- 
tion. Let him obferve that I thought it needlefs to 
add the fractions ; when they exceeded half, I ad- 
ded an unit 4 where they were below that, I rejected 
them.

From the above it appears, that during the 
month of September, there was a rapid increafe 
regularly of deaths, although the weather was 
growing cooler nearly the whole time. Let any ad- 
vocate of the theory of cold and rain, compare 
the firft week in September with the fecond week 
in October. He will fee that the former was ten 
degrees warmer than the latter, yet the mortality 
in the one was only a fifth part of that in the 
other. If he will, after this, fay that the difference 
of 13 degrees between the fecond week in Octo- 
ber and the 3d and 4th, will account for a reduc- 
tion of the mortality from 100 to 67, and then to 
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39, 1 can only anfwer, that an inveterate prejudice 
too often clouds the reafon, and renders it impof- 
fible to fee the truth, however evident. 

In oppofition to what I have advanced, it ha* 
been obierved, that the unfavourable effects of ve- 
ry fultry days were felt for feveral fucceeding ones. 
This is a weak refource, as will appear from exa- 
mining the table. The heat of the firft and fecond 
week in October was the fame ; yet the mortality 
in the fecond was nearly one half more than in 
the firft. The heat of the fourth was equal to that 
of the third, although in the former the deaths were 
nearly double what they were in the latter. 

I hope, therefore, the reader will acknowledge, 
that the great difpofer of winds and rains, took 
his own time, and without the means, either mo- 
ral or phyfical, on which we placed our chief re- 
liance, to refcue the remnant of us from deftruction. 

CHAP. XVI. Defultcry facls and reflexions.— A 
collection of J craps. 

THE want of a lazaretto, whither perfons la- 
bou r ing under contagious diforders, might 
be fent, and of a proper law on the fubject, empow- 
ering the civil authority to interpofe with the ne- 
ceflary energy, at the firft inroad of fuch a dreadful 
deftroyer, has been the caufe of our late fufFerings ; 
for, humanly fpeaking, had decifive meafures been 
adopted any time before the 25th of Auguft, while 
the diforder exifted only in one flreet, and in a few 
houfes in that ftreet, there can be little doubt, that 
it might have been very foon extinguifhed. But 
the former fufferings of this place in 1762, were 
foon forgotten — and no fteps taken to remove fuch 
an evil in future, after it had invaded the city. It 
is to be hoped our legiflature, as well as that of 



every ftatc in the union, will fee the propriety of 
giving this important fubject the confideration it fo 
amply deferves, and of making provifion againft like 
calamities in future. In Italy, at Spalato, where the 
plague raged fifteen or twenty years ago, it was 
made capital for every infected man, not to reveal 
his fituation to the proper authority ; and the fame 
penalty was denounced againft fuch as did not in- 
form of infected perfons, when they knew of them. 
This is too fevere for the paternal mildnefs of our 
criminal code ; but fome penalties ought to be de- 
nounced in fuch cafes. Indeed, were lazarettos on 
a proper eftablifhment, it would be an object of de- 
fire with the fick, to be tranfported to them. 
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Tt is hardly conceivable that the funeral of an 
entire ftranger could afford fubject of fatisfaction. 
Yet it has produced that effect. After being fo long 
aecuftomed to behold the bodies of the dead, drawn 
to the grave on the fhafts of a chair, the fight of a 
corpfe carried by men to be interred, affords fome- 
thing like the appearance of former times ; and I 
believe the fatisfaction excited by that confideration 
abforbed every thought of the deceafed perfon. 
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The appearance of moil: of the grave yards in 
Philadelphia is extremely awful. They exhibit a 
ftrong likenefs of ploughed fields ; and were any 
thing capable of ftamping on our breafts indeli- 
ble imprelTions of the uncertainty of the tenure by 
which we hold our very precarious exiftence, a 
turn through one of our burial grounds could not 
poflibly fail to produce that effect. But it is to be 
feared that with the danger will vanifh all recol- 
lection of the diflreffing fcenes we have paffed thro\ 
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It has been denied that a pcrfon is twice fufcep- 
tible of the yellow fever. The opinion, as it has a 
good tendency, to infpire confidence in convalef- 
■ ; , and m thofe who have quite recovered, 
might perhaps as well be fullered to pais uncontro- 
verted, were not truth the object. Several per 1 
in this city, have been twice lick with this diforder. 
I know it is ufual to call this a relapfe. But relapfe 
or not, thofe I mean, have been ill — have n 
vered entirely — and been a fecond time taken do 
Some of them are now no more, witnefs mr. Fle- 
ming. Mr. William Young was worfe the fecond 
time than the iirft. 

One cbfervation, of great importance to the cai 
of humanity, efcaped me in the former editi 
and ought to be very particularly attended t 
every fuch dreadful crifis as we have experienced. 
Of the very large number of perfons who have 
fallen under this diforder, it is not improbable t 
a half or a third have perilhed merely for v 
of neceiTary care and attention, owing to the ex- 
traordinary panic. Aimofl all the remarkable cafes 
of recovery are to be afcribed, under providence, 
to the fidelity of hufbands, wives, children, and 
fervantSj who braved the danger, and determined to 
obey the dictates of humanity. There are various in- 
ftances of perfons who may be laid to have been 
by thefe means dragged out of their graves ; as 
they Were fo far gone, as to have their coffins 
made.— --And for the encouragement of thofe - 
may at any other time, or in any other place, have 
friends or relatives in this diforder, let it be remark- 
ed, that few of thofe who difcharged their duty to 
their families, have fuffered by it. There areir. 
ces of individuals, who have nurfed and attended 
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on fix, eight, and ten perfons unremittingly, in 
their own houfes, without ever taking the infection. 
Others, before their Own illnefs, and after their re- 
covery, nurfed and reftored their families. William 
Young had no lefs than ten in his houfe fick, and 
nearly all at one time. He attended on them till he 
was taken ill ; and, during his own ficknefs, gave di- 
rections for the management of them, as effectual- 
ly as if he was well. After his recovery, he again at- 
tended them himfelf. Of his whole family, his wife 
only died ; and it is fuppofed her death was accele- 
rated by her being in an advanced ftate of pregnan- 
cy. There are cafes of fingle perfons having the dis- 
order in large families of eight, ten, and twelve, and 
none catching it from them. In the family of David 
Clarke, who died of the malignant fever, there 
were no lefs than twenty-two perfons, not one of 
whom caught the infection, altho' he had the fame 
attention paid him as in any other diforder. Not 
one of the carters employed by the committee in 
the very dangerous office of removing the fick and 
burying the dead, ever had it*. The nurfes at 
Bufhhill have all efcaped, except two ; as have the 
worthy managers. Thomas Boyles, the tenant, 
who occupied the building at Bufhhill, the time 

* Let not the humble fphere of life in which he moves, 
prevent me from here mentioning a worthy and faithful man, 
Thomas Wilkinfbn, employed by the committee, in burying 
the dead, and removing the fick, from their organization till 
the extinction of the diforder. Such was the noxious fituation 
of many corpfes, that he has frequently returned vomit- 
ing from the performance of his duty In one inftance 
in railing the corpfe of a woman feveral days dead, he was 
covered with putrefcent blood. Yet he (till perfevercd, in the 
molt unwearied manner, through dangers, that render his 
prefervation equally aftonifhing with that of Girard, Kehn, 
Helmuth, and others. It is to be hoped the corporation will 
find fome comfortable fiuiation for him, in which to pafs the 
remainder of his days. 
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it was taken as an hofpital, that is, the 31ft of 
Auguft, lived there until the 29th of October, 
with his wife and fix children, none of whom were 
ever affected with the malignant fever. Let thefe 
inftances fuffice at all future times to prevent fear 
from totally overpowering the underftanding, and 
producing fcenes of cruelty that make a feeling be- 
ing blufh for his fpecies. 
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Among the country people, large quantities of 
wild pigeons in the fpring are regarded as certain 
indications of an unhealthy fummer. Whether or not 
this prognoftic has ever been verified before, I can- 
not tell. But it is very certain, that during the laft 
fpring, the numbers of thofe birds brought to 
our markets, were immenfe. Never, perhaps, were 
there fo many before. 
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Several claffes of people were highly benefited by 
the public diftrefs. Coffin-makers had a large de- 
mand, and in general high prices for their work. 
Mod of the retail flores being {hut up, thofe that 
remained open, had an uncommon demand ; as the 
whole of the bufmefs was divided among a few. 
Thofe who had carriages to hire, to tranfport fa- 
milies to the country, received whatever they plea* 
fed to demand. The holders of houfes at from 
three, to twenty miles from the city, who chofe to 
rent the whole or part of them, had high rents. The 
two notaries, who protefted for the banks, profit- 
ed highly by the abfence of the merchants and 
traders. 
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I have learned with great pleasure, that a few- 
landlords, commifcrating the diftrefles of their te- 
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nants, have come to the very humane refolution of 
remitting the payment of rents due during the 
prevalence of the diibrder. Were they to enter into 
reiolutions generally to do the fame, it would re- 
flect honour on them. But there are fume whole 
hardened hearts know no companion, and who 
will have iC the pound of Mem — the penalty of 
4t the bond." Indeed, when the diibrder was at 
the higheft ftage, fome landlords feized the final] 
property of poor roomkeepers, who were totally 
unable to pay their rent. A man wrote to the 
committee informing them that the poverty of his 
tenants rendered it impollible for them to pay 
him ; he therefore begged the committee would,, 
as they were appointed to relieve the poor, pay 
the arrearages clue him 1 Another perfon, a weal- 
thy widow^roduced recommendations for fome 
poor roomkeepers, her tenants ; and the com- 
mittee gave them each a fmall fum. As foon as 
they had received it, fhe feized the money and 
their clothes ! 

A man loft his wife with the diforder- lie had it 
himfelf, loft his fight totally, and was left pennylefs, 
with two infant children. Yet his landlord, before 
his convalefcence was complete, feized his clothes 
and furniture, and turned him out of doors ! ! ! 

" Yon may as well ufe queftion with the wolf,

I hope the reader takes as much more pleafure in 
peruiing, as I do in writing, cafes reflecting honour 
on human nature, than thofe of a different defer ip- 
tion. An amiable woman in New York, feeling for 
the fituation of the' numerous orphans in this city, 
wrote to a member of the committee to choofe 
her one of them, as nearly refembling a child fha 
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had loft, as poflible. She particularly defired on£ 
without connexions, if fuch a one could be procu- 
red. She propofes to adopt it, and, with her hu£ 
band, to beftow on it all the tendernefs one of her 
own would have had. Would it not be unjuft to 
withhold her name ? Every reader anfwers, yes — 
and I will therefore reveal it — Sufan Willet. Seve- 
ral applications of a fimilar nature have been made 
by fome of our own citizens. 

In the dimmer of 179 1, the yellow fever prevail- 
ed in New York, in a part of Water- flreet ; and, in 
proportion to the fphere of its action, was as fatal 
there as it has been here. It began in Auguft, and 
continued till the middle of September, when it 
totally difappearcd, and has never u^ce vifited 
that place. This mould eafe the fears of many 
among us, who, always viewing the black fide of 
every thing, terrify people with their prognofti- 
cations, that we (hall have it again next fpring 
or fummer. All the fymptoms were full as dan- 
gerous and alarming in New York, as in Phila- 
delphia ; Many perfons died in three days ; " ftu- 
u por, delirium, yellownefs, the black vomit, and 
" death, rapidly fucceeding each other. "J It 
fpread no farther at that time, than the one 
fcreet, although no precautions, as far as I can 
learn, were taken to prevent its extenfion. The 
fame fpecies of disorder raged in this city in 1762, 
with great violence. It difappeared in the month 
of November, and has not from that time until 
this year vifited Philadelphia.

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The fummcr and fall ofthis year have been lift- 
healthy in many parts of the union, as well as in 
Philadelphia. At Lynn, in Maflachufetts, I have 
been informed, but have no means of afcertaining 
the truth or falfehood of the report, that a ma- 
lignant fever, not unlike ours, prevailed in Au- 
gufr. In many of the towns of Virginia, intermit- 
tent fevers have been much more prevalent and 
mortal than they have been at former periods. 
Georgetown and its vicinity, which are in general 
very healthy, loft, in the courfe of a few weeks in 
iummer, an unexampled number of people by the 
flux, which diforder has raged with great violence 
in many parts of America. The influenza has 
fpread generally through the union, and been very 
fatal. It has been twice in Vermont, where likewife 
the putrid fore throat has carried off numbers. At 
Harriibiirg and Middletown, in this ftate, the flux 
and a putrid fever have been extremely deftruc- 
tive, and fwept away, I am credibly informed, a 
fifteenth part of the inhabitants. Delaware ftate, 
particularly Kent county, has fuffered much from 
fall fevers, which have produced a very great 
mortality; At Pauling's Kill, in Suffex county, 
New Jerfey, a bilious and remittent fever has 
made very great havoc. And various other places 
have experienced a mortality, very uncommon, 
and which, but for the calamity of Philadelphia 
abibrbing public attention every where, and 
being the ftandard of comparifon, would have 
created great alarms and uneafmefs. 

Of the number of citizens who fled away, it is 
difficult to form any accurate eftimate. In the city, 
from Vine to South ftreet, which has been Purvey- 
ed by a man employed by the committee, of 2 1 ,000 
inhabitants, the number of abicnt people is ftated 
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to be 8600. But as this byfinefs was feveral weeks 
performing, confiderablevariations mud neceffarily 
have taken place. The emigration was notfinHhed 
in thofe ftreets examined in the early part of his 
progrefs, — and towards the latter part, the re- 
turns had been already confiderable. One may 
be fuppofed to balance the other, and the remo- 
vals in the liberties to have been equal to thofe in 
the city. We fhall therefore probably not err 
much when we eftimate the number who left the 
city at about 17,000. This is not fo many as I for- 
merly fuppofed, having eftimated them at 23,000. 
Which of the two is accurate, or whether either 
of them is fo, I leave the reader to determine. 

The effect of fear in predifpofing the body for the 
yellow fever and other diforders,and increaling their 
malignance, when taken, is well known. The fol- 
lowing exception to the general rule, for the truth 
of which I pledge myfelf, is curious and interefting. 
A young woman, whofe fears were fo very preva- 
lent, as not only to render her unhappy from the 
commencement of the diforder, but even to inter- 
fere with the happinefs of the family with whom 
me lived, had to attend on feven perfons, all cf 
whom were in a very dangerous ftate, and one of 
whom died. Her attendance was afliduous and 
unremitted for nearly three weeks. Yet fhe 
never been in the flighteft degree affected. 

The watches and clocks in the city, during the 
diforder, were almoft always wrong. Few of the 
watchmakers remained — and people did not pay 
much attention how time paffed. One night, the 
watchmen cried ten o'clock when it was only nine, 
and continued the miftikc all the fucceeding hour*. 
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The Hope, a veffel from Londonderry, arrived in 
Our river towards the end of Auguft. The paflen- 
gers had a malignant diforder among them, in con- 
fequence of which, orders were iffued to have 
them landed at State Ifland, that they might 
undergo examination. Neverthelefs, feveral of them 
came to the city, and added to the dangers already 
exifting. The mayor, on the 3d of September, if- 
fued a proclamation, calling upon the citizens not 
only to ufe their endeavours to detect fuch as had 
arrived, and to prevent others from coming, with- 
out procuring the proper certificates, but to make 
report to one of the magiftrates, of the names of 
thofe by whom they were harboured, that they 
might be profecuted according to the law. On this 
fubject, an obvious reflexion arifes, which I will 
nbt fupprefs. Our citizens have generally been in 
the habit of feverely cenfuring the inhabitants of 
thofe places in which very ftrict precautions were 
taken, to prevent the fpreading of the diforder that 
prevailed here ; and yet we fee that our own con- 
duct, in a cafe nearly fimilar, has not been very 
different. I would not with to be undcrftood as if 
I meant to juftify the whole of the proceedings 
that took place every where ; far from it ; fome 
of them have been to the laft degree feverc, and 
unneceffarily fo ; for all the cautions requifite were 
compatible with a fmall degree of attention to the 
comfort and convenience of fellow citizens, in good 
health, travelling for bufinefs, for pleafure, or the 
grefervation of health, and even of life itfelf, — 
Whereas, in many places it would appear as if the 
harfheft mode or carrying harm meafures into ef- 
fect, was purpofely adopted. My intention is merely 
to fhow, that fuch as indifcriminately vilify thofe 
who have reforted to precautions dictated by pru- 
dence, do not weigh the matter in the fcales of im- 
partial juftice. 
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I have not been able to afcertain how long the 
malignant fever has prevailed in the Weft Indies: 
but it was there a very confiderable time before it 
raged here ; and this circumftance alone renders 
the opinion of its introduction extremely probable", 
to fay no more. Governor Moultrie's proclamation, 
announcing its exiftence in the Grenadas, &c. and 
ordering a quarantine, which I have in my poffef- 
fion, is dated the 7th of June. 

Some of the poftmafters in the different Hates, 
ufed the precaution to dip Philadelphia letters into 
vinegar with a pair of tongs, before ihey handled 
them. Several of the fubfcribers for Philadelphia 
papers, made their fervants fprinkle them with 
vinegar, and dry them at the fire, before they 
would venture to touch them.

Jofeph Infkeep attended feveral fick perfons in a 
family near him. When he was ill himfelf, he 
wanted afiiftance, and fent for fome of them to at- 
tend him — but they ungratefully refufed J O Shame! 
where is thy blufh ? 

Many of our citizens who fied from the city, 
in their hurry forgot to leave their fervants mo- 
ney enough for their fupport ; fo that fome of thefe 
poor creatures had to depend for fuftenance on the 
charity of the neighbours. 

Some of our unemployed tradefmen wifhed to 
procure work at the new roads now making. But 
the people employed, agreed, if they were engaged, 
that they would all abandon their work ; fo that 
the cverfeers were obliged to renounce the idea. 
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The incautious fecurity of the citizens of Phila r 
delphia, at the firft ftage of the diforder, is highly 
to be regretted. Moft of thofe who died of the 
malignant diforder, before the 26th of Auguft, 
were carried to the grave, with the accuftomed pa- 
rade of attendants, which fo generally prevails in 
this city. The chief of thofe who at that time carried 
the dead to the grave, and feveral of thofe vlio 
attended the funerals, were fpeedily taken fick, and 
hurried into eternity. 

Sebaftian Ale, an old grave-digger, who had 
long loft the fenfe of fmelling, fancied he could 
not take the diforder, and followed his bufincfs 
without apprehenfion. A hufband and wife who 
lay fick together, wifhed to be interred in the fame 
grave. Their deaths happened within a few days 
of each other. When the latter of the two was to 
be buried, Sebaftian was employed to dig open 
the other's grave. He ftruck upon the coftin, and 
in {looping down, received into his mouth, fuch an 
intolerable and deadly ftench, that he was taken 
fick immediately, and in a day or two died. 

The fcourge of the yellow fever has fallen with 
extreme feverity on fome families. There are va- 
rious inftances of five and fix, and fome of eight, 
ten, and of Godfrey Gebler's family no lefs than 
eleven are fwept off the face of the earth. Dr. 
Sproat, his wife, fon and daughter — Michael Hay, 
his wife, and three children — David Flickwir and 
five of his family — Samuel Weatherby, wife, and 
four grown children, are no more. And there are 
numberlefs inftances of a havoc equally great in 
particular families. There is one houfe in this city 
from which above twenty perfons were carried, 
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fome to Bufhhill, but the moft of them to the 
grave. 

There is one fact refpecting this diforJer, which 
renders it probable, that the exercife of the duties 
of humanity towards the fugitive Philadelphians, 
would not have been attended with the danger 
univerfally imagined. In defiance of all the refolu- 
tions entered into by the inhabitants of various 
towns, many of our infected citizens evaded their 
vigilance, and took refuge among them ; and in 
very few cafes is it known that they communi- 
cated the infection. — Three perfons from Phila- 
delphia died of this diforder, in one houfe at 
Woodbury, in New Jerfey ; they had been attend- 
ed during their illnefs by the family, rone of 
whom caught the infection. Six or feven died at 
Darby, as many at Germantown, and eight at 
Haddonfield, without communicating it to any of 
the inhabitants. A man from Philadelphia, of the 
name of Cornell, died in New York, about two 
days after his arrival. The place of his death was 
a boarding houfe, in which were a number of 
boarders, one of whom flept in the fame bed 
with him. Two of the family only were (lightly 
affected— but not in fuch a degree as to require 
medical aid. Several other infected perfons from 
our city, died there, and no one took the difor- 
der from them. A man died at one of the princi- 
pal taverns in Baltimore, of the fame disorder. 
Many people had vifited and attended him during 
the whole of his illnefs, without injury. No per- 
fon was affected but his doctor, whofe indifpofi- 
tion was not of long continuance. A great num- 
ber of fimilar inftances have occurred at Burling- 
ton, Bordenton, Lamberton, Princeton, Brunfwic, 
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Woodbridge, Newark, Lancafter, and various 
other places. 

Since the firft edition appeared, I have had infor- 
mation from a number of creditable perfons, that 
the idea of the diibrder not having been com- 
municated out of Philadelphia, is erroneous. A fa- 
mily, of the name of Hopper, took the diforder at 
Woodbury, from fome of our infected citizens, and 
three of them died. A woman in Chefter county, 
who had boarded and lodged fome of the fick, died 
of the diforder. Three people, of one family in 
Trenton, took the diforder from a fick perfon from 
Philadelphia, and died of it. A negro fervant be- 
longing to mr. Morgan, of Penfaucon creek, in 
New Jerfey, took up an infected bed floating in the 
Delaware, which fpread the diforder in the family, 
and mrs. Morgan and her girl both died of it. 
It was introduced by his fon from Philadelphia, 
into the family of mr. Cadwallader, at Abingdon, 
fome of whom died with it. Some others in differ- 
ent places caught the infection, and died. But the 
cafes of this kind have been extremely few, confi- 
dering the numbers, who carried the diforder from 
hence, and died with it in the country. 

CHAP. XVII. Another coUeftion of J craps. 

THOSE who reflet on the many revolting cafes 
of cruelty and defertion of friends and rela- 
tions which occurred in Philadelphia, however they 
may regret, cannot be furprifed, that in the coun- 
try, and in various towns and cities, inhumanity 
fhould be experienced by Philadelphians from Gran- 
gers. The univerlal confternation extinguifhed 
in people's breafts the mod honourable feelings 
of human nature ; and in this cafe, as in various 
others, the fufpicion operated as injurioully as 
the reality. Many travellers from this city, cx- 
haufted with fatigue and with hunger, have been 
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• refufed all fhelter and all fuftenance, and have 
fallen vidtins to the fears, not to the want of cha- 
rily, of thofe to whom they applied for relief. 
Instances of this kind have occurred on alrnofl: 
every road leading from Philadelphia. People un- 
der fufpicion of having this diforder, have been 
forced by their fellow travellers to quit the ftages, 
a.id perished in the woods without a poffibility 
of procuring any alliftance. At Eafton, in Mary- 
land, a w.'.ggon-load of goods from Philadelphia, 
was actually burned ; and a woman, who came 
witti it, was tarred and feathered*. 

In a town in Jerfey, an afTociation was entered 
into to prevent all intercourfe with Philadelphia, 
and the inhabitants agreed to mount guard alter- 
nately. One man refufed to do duty, or join in the 
bufmefs. He was advertifed, and all people forbid- 
den to have any communication with him — indeed 
he was abfolutely refufed the neceffaries of life — a 
butcher, who patted his door, told him, when ap- 
plied to for provifions, that he had meat enough, 
but none for him. Having gone, for a fhort time, 
from home, the centinel on duty flopped him on 
his return— and he per fitting in his determination 
to proceed, the other prefented his firelock, and it 
is fuppofed would have mot him, but for the inter- 
ference of a third perfon.

The fon of a citizen of Philadelphia arrived at 
a to vn in Virginia fourteen days before the time 
of fixing the quarantine, which was for twenty 
days. However, he was flill obliged to undergo the

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full quarantine after that time, notwithstanding the 
period he had been abfent from Philadelphia. 



An emigrant from Philadelphia, who had been 
away nearly three weeks, had to crofs a ferry in a 
neighbouring {late, and was provided with proper 
certificates of the length of time he was abient. 
He got into the fcow, witk his wife, and carriage, 
and was rowed over to the oppofite fide. There he 
was refufed permifiion to land, as he had not a 
certificate from a particular magiflrate in that part 
of the country. He leaped on a rock, and the cen- 
tinel fwore he would blow his brains out, if he ad- 
vanced a Hep farther. His wife, who was in the 
boat, was under the moil dreadful apprehenfions, 
as the ferrymen were drunk, the horfes in the car- 
riage fretful, and the wind high. In fpite of his 
intreaties, and his offers to prove the length of his 
abfence, he was obliged to go back in quefl of the 
' rnagiflrate pointed out. When he arrived at his 
houfe, which was feveral miles from the ferry, the 
juftice hid, for fear of catching the diforder. He 
then went to another fome miles further back. By 
the time he returned at the ferry, it was nine o'clock, 
and he had to wait till next morning.

A poor man was taken fick on the road at a vil- 
lage not far from Philadelphia. He lay calling for 
water, a confiderable time in vain. At length an 
old woman brought a pitcher full, and not daring to 
approach him, fhe laid it at a diflance, defiring him 
to crawl to it, which he did. After lying there 
about forty-eight hours, he died, and the body lay in 
a ftate of putrefaction for fome time, until the 
neighbours hired two black butchers to bury him, 
for twenty-four dollars. They dug a pit to wind- 
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ward—with a fork, hooked a rope about his neck — • 
dragged him into it, and at as great a diftance as 
poilible, caft earth into the pit to cover him. 
— <s><®>«> — 
One of our citizens loft his brother in the coun- 
try with the malignant fever ; and owing to the 
fears of the neighbours, could not prevail on any 
perfon even to make him a coffin. He was obliged 
to wrap him up in a blanket, to dig a grave for 
him, and bury him with his own hands. 

In a fmall town not far diftant from Philadel- 
phia, very arbitrary attempts were made to oblige 
one of our fugitives to mount guard againfl his 
own fellow citizens. He refufed, and finding him 
refolute againft every effort, they were obliged to 
defift. 



In one of the American ports, a Philadelphia 
vellel, juft arrived, was forced to return to fea with 
only two gallons of water for each man. In the 
fame port, one of the captains from our city had 
his boat ftove to pieces. 

The 17th of September the weftern fhore Bal- 
timore ftage was flopped about two miles from 
that town, by an armed guard. The hour of ar- 
rival was about eight o'clock at night. There was 
a tavern at piftoi-fhot from the place. But the 
tavern keeper refufed to receive the paflengers, 
twelve in number. They were detained on the road 
all night without any fhelter but the ftage, in 
which, they dozed a part of the time ; the remain- 
der they lay in the woods before a fire which they 
kindled. Next morning, the tavern keeper, one 
Murray, a Goth, when they fent to him for break- 
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faft, refufed to give them any. But about two 
hours afterwards, he let them have fome bread, 
cheefe, wine, and cider, with which they break- 
faited on the road. In this fituation they remained 
until the afternoon, that is, for eighteen hours. A 
captain in the French navy, with his wife, and 
feveral refpectable trench gentlemen, were among 
the paii'engejs. 

A refpectable citizen of Philadelphia, left the ci- 
ty the 17th of September, intending to refide on 
Long Ifland till the diforder ceafed. He was taken 

o 

ill on the road — and prevented from proceeding, 
fomewhere near Newark. He took lodgings at a 
captain LittePs near Second river. The alarm fpread 
of an infected man being in the houfe — the people 
in the neighbourhood alfembled — run a fence on 
each fide of LittePs houfe, and obliged the people 
to remove out of a houfe near to it, which the, 
fence likewife enclofed. The road and river lay 
before LittePs door ; the former was entirely cut 
off by the fence, which run clear to the river. At 
the diftance of a hundred yards, was a church, 
in which public worihip was intermitted for three 
or four weeks, through fear. Travellers took a cir- 
cuitous route of above a mile, to avoid danger. 

At length he died — and his fon, about eleven 
years old, had to affift in performing the laft melan- 
choly rites for him. The fence remained for ten 
days after his death, to afcertain whether his fami- 
ly had taken the diforder. 

Juftice requires me to add, that they were rot 
fuffered to be in want of any neceflaries ; being di- 
rected to write what they^ had occafion for, or a 
paper, and faflen it on the fence, when they fhould 
be fupplied by perfon-> appointed for the purpofe, 
which was faithfully done. 
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An artful girl, juft from Philadelphia, completely 
deceived the centinel ftationed at the bridge at Bor- 
dentown. She afked him, with much earneltnefs, 
as if afraid to venture in, was that there confounded 
yellow fever got into the town ? — No, fays he, you 
may go in with as much iafety as to your own 
liome. I need not add, that fhe went forward. 

A Philadelphian in a fmall town near this city, 
loft his child in the fever, and went out to bury it. 
On his return he found all his furniture on the 
road, and the doors locked : and no in'creaties could 
again procure him admittance. 



When tar was in ufe among the various pre- 
ventatives, a boy was determined to fecure him- 
felf by night as well as by day ; and accordingly 
tied a tarred rope twice about his neck, and after- 
wards buttoned his collar with fome difficulty. He 
woke in the night, half {branded and black in the 
face. He may with juftice be faid to have nearly 
choaked himfclf, to fave his life. 



It would be extraordinary if fo very favourable 
an opportunity for inventing marvellous ftories, 
fliould have been fullered to pafs over without 
fome prodigies being recorded. Mankind are ever 
prone to the extravagant, efpecially when their 
paffions are warmed in any uncommon degree. And 
pity and terror, two paffions particularly calculat- 
ed to fofter this difpofition, being roufed into ac- 
tion to the higheft degree, the miraculous {lories,, 
which were every where current, and which even 
ftole into print, can be eaiily accounted for. Some 
of the Maryland papers relate, that u a voice had 
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been heard in the fheets of Philadelphia, warning 
the inhabitants to prepare for their doom, as writ- 
ten in the prophet Ezekiel. ch. 27." The Marylan- 
der who heard this voice, was certainly gifted with 
a moil extraordinary^ear, as, at the diftance of above 
a_hundred miles, he heard what we could not hear 
on the fpot. And it would appear his fight was 
equally good with his hearing ; for hey^w two an- 
gels converfing with the watch. It is true, he is 
too modeft to fay, he faw them himfelf — he only 
fays " two angels were feen converfing with the 
watch at midnight, about the fubject of what the 
voice had previoufly proclaimed." But as no per- 
fon here ever faw them — it is fairly prefumable, as 
it would be highly criminal to doubt of facts reft- 
ing on fuch authority, that he muft have been 
the eve witnefs himfelf. 



A merchant of Philadelphia, who had been ab- 
fent for feveral weeks, was returning to the city in 
the fecond week of November, having heard that 
the danger was no more. He met a man on the 
road going from Philadelphia ; and naturally en- 
quired into the ftate of affairs. The other told 
him that a coffin maker, who had been employed 
by the committee for-relief-of-the-fick, had found 
fuch a decreafe of demand two weeks before, that 
he had had a large fupply of coffins on hand. But 
that the mortality had again fo far increafed, that 
he had fold all, and had feven journeymen employed 
day and night. This fo alarmed the Philadelphian, 
that he again returned with his family, to wait a 
more a favourable iffue.

A drunken failor lay in the ftreet for a few hour* 
afleep, and was fuppofed by the neighbours t^ 
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dead with the diforder ; but they were too much 
afraid, to make perfonal examination. They fent to 
the committee for a cart and a coffin. The carter 
took the man by the heels, and was going to put 
him in the coffin. Handling him roughly, he 
awoke, and damning his eyes, afked him what was 
he about ? the carter" let him drop in a fright, and 
ran off as if a ghoft was at his heels. 

A lunatic, who had the malignant fever, was 
advifed by his neighbours to go to Bufhhill. He 
contented, and got into the cart ; but foon chang- 
ing his mind, he flipt out at the end, unknown 
to the carter, who, after a while, miffing him, and 
feeing him at a diftance running away, turned his 
horfe about, and trotted hard after him. The other 
redoubled his pace ; and the carter whipped his 
horfe to a gallop ; but the man turned a corner, and 
hid himfelf in a houfe, leaving the mortified carter 
to return, and deliver an account of his ludicrous 
adventure. 



Several inftances have occurred of the carters on 
their arrival at Bufhhill, and proceeding to deliver 
their charge, finding, to their amazement, the carts 
empty. 



A woman, whofe hufband died, refufed to have 
him buried in a coffin provided for her by one of 
her friends, as too paltry and mean. She bought 
an elegant and coilly one — and had the other laid 
by in the yard. In a week, Ihe was herfelf a corpfe 
— and was buried in the very coffin fhe had fo 
much defpifed. 
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The wife cf a man who lived in Walnut-ftreet, 
was feized with the malignant fever, and given 
over by the doctors. The hufband abandoned her, 
and next night lay out of the houfe for fear of 
taking the "infection. In the morning, taking it 
for granted, from the very low ftate me had been 
in, that ihe was dead, he purchaied a coffin for 
her ; but on entering the houfe, was furpriled to 
fee her much recovered. He took fick fhortly after, 
and was buried in the very coffin which he had 
fo precipitately bought for his wife, who is ftill 



living.

The powers of the god of love might be ima- 
gined to lie dormant amidft fuch fcenes of diftrefs 
as Bulhhill exhibited. But we find that his fway 
was felt there with equal force as any where ehe. 
John Johnfon, and Prifcilla Hicks, two of the pa- 
tients who had recovered, and officiated as nurfes to 
the fick, were fmitten with each other's charms — 
and procuring leave of abfence for an hour or two, 
they came to the city the 23d of September, were 
joined in the bands of matrimony, and returned 
to their avocation at the hofpital. A long chafm 
took place in the hymeneal records ; for no adven- 
ture of the fame kind occurred, until the 5th of 
November, when Nafly, a Portuguefe mulatto, took 
to wife Hannah Smith, a bouncing German girl, 
who, as well as himfelf, was employed as nurfe.

The ftate of the police and of fociety in Philadel- 
phia, appears to no fmall advantage, when we 
confider one circumftance. Notwithstanding the 
abfence of the magiflrates, and the immenfe value 
of property left unprotected through the fears of 
the owners, and the deaths of the perfons left to 
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take care of it, we have as yet heard only of one or 
two burglaries committed. — Another was attempt- 
ed, but the plunderers were difcovered and -taken. 
A hardened villain from a neighbouring ftate, form- 
ed a plot with fome negroes to plunder houfes. He 
was a mafter rogue, had digefted a complete fyf- 
tem, and formed a large partnerfhip for the more 
. fuccefsful execution of his fchemes. However, he 
was foon feized, and the company difiblved.

The jail of Philadelphia is under fuch excellent 
regulation, that the diforder made its appearance 
there only in two or three inftances, although fuch 
abodes of mifery are the places where contagious 
diforders are moft commonly generated. When the 
yellow fever raged moft violently in the city, 
there were in the jail one hundred and fix French 
foldiers and failors, confined by order of the 
French conful, befides eighty convicts, vagrants, 
and perfons for trial ; all of whom, except two 
or three, remained perfectly free from the com- 
plaint. Several circumftances have confpired to 
produce this falutary effect. The people confined 
are frequently cleanfed and purified by the ufe of 
the cold bath — they are kept conftantly employed 
— vegetables form a confiderable part of their diet 
— in the yard, vegetation flourifhes — and many of 
them being employed in ftone cutting, the water, 
conftantly running, keeps the atmofphere in a moift 
ftate, while the people of Philadelphia have been 
uninterruptedly parched up by unceafing heat. 
Elijah Weed, the late jailor, caught the diforder 
in the city, in the performance of the paternal 
duties towards his daughter, and died in the 
jail, without communicating it to any of the peo- 
ple confined. I hope I (hall be excufed for paying a 

*o 



tribute to the memory of this valuable citizei^ 
under vvhofe government of the jail, and with 
tvho.ie hearty co-operation, molt oi the recusa- 
tions in that infUtution have been efkdted, which, 
with the iuccefsful experiments made in England t 
prove that jails may be eaffly converted from 
links of human depravity and vvretchedncfs, into 
places of reformation ; lb that, irftead oi ren- 
dering the idle vagrant, confined merely on luf- 
picion, or for want of friends to protect him, 
obdurate, wicked, and ripe for rapine and ipoil, 
the profligate and abandoned may be lb re- 
claimed in them as to become uleful members 
of fociety. For the honour of human nature, it 
ought to be recorded, that ibrae of the convicts 
in the jail, a part of the term of whole confine- 
ment had been remitted as a reward for their 
peaceable, orderly behaviour, voluntarily offered 
themfelves as nurfes to attend the fick at Bufhhill, 
and have in that capacity conducted themfelves 
with great fidelity. Among them are ipme who 
were formerly regarded, and with jultice, as har- 
dened abandoned villains, which the old fyfiem was 
calculated to render every tenant of a jail, who 
remained there a few weeks. According to the 
fame fummary fyftem, thefe men's lives would 
have been long fince offered up as an atonement 
to fociety for the injury they had done it. That 
is, in. plain Englifh, becauie fociety had fullered 
one injury by rapine, it was necellary it fhould 
fuffer another by law. But by the preicnt im- 
proved and humane plan, they and great numbers 
of others are reftored to fociety and ufefulnefs 
once more. So much better, although a little more 
Iroublcfome, is it to reform men, than to butcher 
them under colour of law and jultice* 
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*The fympathy for our calamities displayed in 
various places, and the very liberal contributions 
raifed For our relief, reflect the hi gheft honour on 
their inhabitants, and demand our warmeft grati- 
tude. The inhabitants of Gloucester county, in 
New Jerfey, have the honour of being firft in this 
laudable race. So early as the 30th of September, 
they had a considerable fum cdllectcd, with which 
they purcnafed a quantity of proviiiohs for the ufe 
of the hofpital at Bufhhill. They have from that 
time regularly continued copious liippiies twice a 
week. From a few citizens of Philadelphia, near 
German town, there have been received two thou- 
sand dollars ; from others near Darby, fourteen 
hundred ; from New York, five thoufind - } from 
a perfon unknown, five hundred ; from Bucks* 
county, fixteen hundred ; from Delaware county, 
twelve hundred ; from Franklin county, nearly five 
hundred ; from Bofton, fundry articles, eftimated at 
twenty-five hundred ; and from fundry other per- 
ibns and places, contributions equally liberal and 
honourable. 

Shall I be* pardoned for parting a cenfure on 
thofe, whofe miftakeri zeal led them, during the 
moft dreadful fuges of the calamity, to crciid 
fome of our churches, and aid this frightful enemy 
Sn* his work of deftrudtion ? who, fearful left their 
prayers and adoration at home would not find ac- 
ceptance before the Deity, reforted to churche:; 
filled with bodies of contagious air, where, with 
every breath, they inhaled noxious miafmata r 
To this fingle caufe I am boid in afcribing a large 
proportion of the mortality — And it is remarkable 
that thofe congregations, whofe places of wor- 
were it, oft around, have Aiffered tiie moft

dreadfully. Will men never acquire wifdom ? Arc 
we yet to learn, that the Almighty architect of the 
heavens and the earth does not require " temples 
" made with men's hands ?" that going to a place 
of worfhip, againft the great law of felf-preierva- 
tion, implanted in indelible characters by his di- 
vine hand, on the breaft of every one of his crea- 
tures, constitutes no part of the adoration due to 
the maker and preferver of mankind ? That a 
" meek and humble heart" is the temple where- 
in he delights to be worshipped ? I hope not — I 
hope the awful lefTon fome of our congregations 
hold forth on this fubject, by a mortality out of 
all proportion to their numbers, will fervc as a 
memento at all future times, in the like critical 
emergencies !

Some of thofe who remained in the city, have, 
for reafons not very eafy tojuftify, been in the 
habit of reproaching thole who fled, with crimi- 
nality, as deferters, who abandoned their poflsf . 
I believe, on the contrary, that as the nature of 
our government did not allow the arbitrary mea- 
fures to be purfued, which, in defpotic countries 
would probably have extinguished the diforder 
at an early period — it was the duty of every 
perfon to avoid the danger, whofe circumftances 
and Situation allowed it. The effects of the de- 

-f- If they were even guilty of a crime, it "brought its own 
pimifhment ; as I am fully convinced that thole who were 
abfent, and a prey to the anxiety cauied by the frightful 
reports current, fuffered more than thole who remained. I 
fpeak from experience. In a few days abfence, when the 
diforder had not reached its funnnit, I heard more terrific 
accounts of it, than in as many weeks in Philadelphia, 
when it raged molt violently, ami carried oft from eighty 

to a hundred daily. 

■ 
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fertion were, moreover, falutary*. The fphere of 
action of the diforder was diminiihed. Two or three 
empty houfes arrefted the difeafe in its progrefs, 
as it was flowly, but furely travelling through a 
ftreet, and probably refcued a neighbourhood 
from its ravages. We fhall long have to mourn the 
fevere lofs our city has felt, in being bereft of fo 
many valuable citizens: and had the 17,000 who 
retired, been in the city during the prevalence of 
the diforder, and loft as " large a proportion of 
their number, as thofe did who remained, we 
fhould, inftead of 4000 dead, have loft nearly 6000 ; 
and perhaps had to deplore in the number, another 
Clow, a Kay, a Lea, a Sims, a Dunkin, a Straw- 
bridge, men of extenfivebufmefs, whofe lofs will be 
long felt — a Pennington, a Glentworth, aHutchin- 
fon,a Sarjeant, aHowell, a Waring, men endowed by 
heaven with eminent abilities — a Fleming, a Graefsl, 
a Sproat, men of exalted piety and virtue — a WiU 
fon, an Adgate, a Baldwin, a Carroll, a Tomkins, 
an Offiey, citizens of moft eftimable characters. Let 
thofe, then, who have remained, regard their long- 
abfent friends, as if prefer ved from death by their 
flight, and rejoice at their return in health and fafe- 
ty — let thofe who have been abfent, acknowledge 
the exertions of thofe who maintained their ground. 
Let us all unite in the utmoft vigilance to prevent 
the return of this fell deftroyer, by the moft fcru- 
pulous attention to cleanfing and purifying our 
fcourged city- — and' let us join in thankfgiving to 
that Supreme Being, who has, in his own time, 
ftayed the avenging ftorm, ready to devour us, 
after it had laughed to fcorn all human efforts.
